Late  Note  From  Berlin  De- 
scribed as  Unsatisfactory 
Because  It  Failed  to  Meet 
Real  Differences.  • 


WASHINGTON.  July  23.— -The  text  of 
the  American  note  on  submarine  war- 
fare, presented  at  Berlin  today  by  Am- 
bassador Gerard,  was  made  public  here 
tonight. 

It  reveals  that  the  Imperial  German 
Government  has  been  informed  that  it 
Is  the  intention  of  the  United  states  to 
regard  as  "deliberately  unfriendly"  any 
repetition  by  the  commanders  of  Ger- 
man naval  vessels  of  acts  in  contra- 
vention  of  American  rights. 

The  United  States  announced  that  it 
continues  to  contend  for  the  freedom  of 


And   a   way    to   adapt   the   bow   circum- 
stances  to   them. 


The  exeat  s  of  the  paat  two  months 
have  clearly  Indicated  that  it  la  pos- 
sible and  practicable  to  conduct  such 
submarine  operations  as  have  charac- 
terUod  the  activity  of  the  Imperial 
German  Navy  wtthln  the  so-called  war 
sone  In  substantial  accord  with  the  ac- 
cepted practlcea  of  regulated  warfare. 
The  whole  world  haa  looked  with  Inter* 
eat  and  Increasing  satisfaction  at  the 
demonstration  of  that  possibility  by 
German  naval  commanders.  It  la  mani- 
festly possible,  therefore,  to  lift  the 
whole  practice  of  submarine  attack 
above  the  criticism  which  It  haa 
aroused,  and  remove  the  chief  causes 
of  offense. 

In  view  of  the  admission  of  illogatttr 
made  by  the  Imperial  German  Govern- 
ment when  It  pleaded  the  right  of  re- 
taliation In  defence  of  Its  acta  and  in 
view  of  the  manifest  possibility  of  con- 
forming to  the  established  rules  of 
j-i.vni  warfare,  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  cannot  believe  that  the 
.Imperial  German  Government  will 
longer  refrain  from  disavowing  the 
wanton  a<-t  of  Its  naval  commander  In 
sinking  the  I.usltania,  or  from  offering 
reparation  for  the  American  lives  lost, 
so  far  as  reparation  can  be  made  for  a 
needless  destruction  of  human  life  by 
an    illegal   act. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States, 
while  not  indifferent  to  the  friendly 
spirit  In  which  It  is  made,  cannot  ae- 
crpt  the  suggestion  of  the  Imperial 
Herman  Government  that  certain  ves- 
sels be.  designated  and  agreed  upon 
which  shall  be  free  on  the  seas  now  il- 
legally proscribe*!.  The  very  agreement 
would,  by  tmplicston.  subject  other 
vessels  to  Illegal  attack,  and  would  be 
a  curtailment  ami  therefore  an  aban- 
donment of  the  principles  for  which  this 


uovernment  contends.  and"  which  Tn" 
times  of  calmer  counsels  every  nation 
would    concede    as   of    course. 

.   "Deliberately    Unfriendly" 

The  Government  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Imperial  German  Govcrnmnt, 
contending  ^for  the  same  great  object, 
have  long  stood  together  In  urging  the 
very  principles  upon  which  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  solemnly  in- 
sists. They  are  contending  for  the 
freedom  of  the  sess.  The  Government 
of  the  United  States  will  continue  to 
contend  for  that  freedom,  from  what- 
ever quarter  violated,  without  com- 
promise and  at  any  cost.  It  invites  the 
practical  co-operation  of  the  Imperial 
German  Government  at  this  time,  when 
co-operation  may  accomplish  most,'  and 
this  great  common  object  be  most  strik- 
ingly  and   effectively   achieved. 

The  Imperial  German  Government  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  this  object  mar 
be  in  some  measure  accomplished  even 
before  the  present  war  ends.  It  can  be. 
The  Government  of  the  United  States 
not  only  feels  obliged  to  insist  upon  it, 
by  whomsoever  violated  or  ignored,  and 
for  the  protection  of  its  own  citiaens. 
but  is  also  deeply  interested  In  seeing 
It  made  practicable  between  the  bellig- 
erents themselves,  and  holds  Itself  ready 
at  any  time  to  act  as  the  common  friend 
who  may  be  privileged  to  suggest  a 
way. 

In  the  meantime,  the  very  value 
which  this  Government  sets  upon  the 
long  and  unbroken  friendship  between 
the  people  and  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  people  and  the 
Government  of  the  German  nation  im- 
pels it  to  impress  very  solemnly  upon 
the  Imperial  German  Government  the 
necessity  for  a  scrupulous  observance  of 
neutral  rights  In  this  critical  matter. 
Friendship  Itself  prompts  It  to  -  say  to 
the  Imperial  German  Government  that 
repetition  by  the  commanders  of  Ger- 
man naval  vessels  of  acts  in  contraven- 
tion of  those  rights  must  be  regarded 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
when  they  affect  American  citisens  as 
deliberately    unfriendly.

"Today  it  was  comparatively  quiet 
along    the    whole    fix>nt. 

"In  Artols  there  was  the  usual  artil- 
lery   a(  tivlty    on    both    sides. 

"Some  shells  were  tiled  on  Hie  cub- 
in  I'M   of    Soissons    anil    on    nhelms. 

"In  Hie  forest  of  Lb  Pratfe  In  the 
course  of  last  night  we  regained  a  foot- 
ing In  the  line  of  trendies  previously 
lost.  Two  German  eounlor-attMcks  wero 
repulsed    with   considerable   losses   to  tho 


enemy  on  Thursday  assaulted  the  ad- 
vance works  of  Ivangorod  on  the  Wtilka, 
Bulkhtnaka  and  Cnlvachoff  front,  hav- 
ing broken  our  wire  defences  on  one  sec- 
tor.

"On  the  Vistula  and  the  Bug  fighting 
continues.

Tho  centre  of  the  enemy  ar- 
mies, composed  of  a  German  division, 
suffered  heavy  losses  on  Ahe  21st  during 
an  attack  on  the  front  or  Khlmlal-Ptas- 
ki-Bukhodoyle-Olezakl-Volalavltse-'Grub- 
achow.

"On  the  morning  of  the  22nd,  to  the 
left  of  Vleprs  and  in  the  direction  of 
the  village  of  Klecvetx.  the  enemy 
ceased  his  attack,  as  he  achieved  no  re- 
sults the  previous  evening.  On  the 
front  Kaidan-Ostrowlce-Volslavl  tze  -  Uk- 
hane,  large  German  forces  succeeded  in 
taking  our  entrenchments,  and  even 
commenced  an  advance  to  the  north,  but 
after  a  fierce  battle  in  the  forest  on  the 
night  of  the  22nd,  they  were  thrown  back 
everywhere,  with  very  heavy  losses. 
During  our  counter-attacks  we  took  aix 
guns  and  (00  prisoners.  •*     . 

"In  the  region  of  Grubschow  tho  en- 
emy succeeded  on  the  22nd  in  advanc- 
ing to  the  north.  At  the  village  of 
UJary.  on  the  Bug,  our  troops  repulsed 
the  enemy  beyond  the  river.  Near  8o- 
kal  the  enemy  made  a  violent  counter- 
attack. Having  occupied  some  lines  of 
trenches  during  the  night  of  the  21st, 
our  troops  continued  in  the  morning  to 
press  the  enemy  toward  the  outskirts  of 
the  town  of  Bokal. 

"In  the  region  of  the  village  of  Po- 
tourjitxa  (In  the  Sokal  sector),  the  en- 
emy, concentrating  strong  forces  for  a 
counter-attack,  captured  part  of  the  vil- 
lage, bat  after  a  fight  In  the  streets  we 
recaptured  It.  Among  the'  prisoners 
taken  In  this  region  were  remnants  of 
the  10th  Austrian  Jaeger  Battalion, 
with  its  commander, 

"Strong  enemy  reserves  which  ad- 
vanced from  the  heights  near  the  vil- 
lage of  Zavlchnla  sustained  enormous 
losses  by  our  cannonade,  and,  being  un- 
able to  cross  tho  Bug  valley,  could  not 
support  the  enemy  troops  attacked  by 
us.     The  fighting  continues. 

"During  the  day  of  the  Slat,  tho  en- 
emy attacked  and  captured  part  of  the 
village  of  Dobrodwor  (south  of  Sokal), 
but  was  dislodged  the  same  evening, 
leaving   some   prisoners   in   our    hands. 

"There  is  no  change  in  other  sectors 
of  our  front." 


Received  With  High  Honor  by 
British  and  French  Author- 
ities in  France — Cheered  by 
Canadian  Soldiers. 


Vienna,  July  21.— The  following  of- 
ficial communication  was  issued  today: 

"The  flahtlna  in  South  Poland.  in 
Volhynla  and  on  the  Upper  Bug  River 
continues.  The  enemy  aent  strong 
forces  against  the  Bug  from  Kamlonka, 
Htrumilowa  and  Kxyatynopol  to  Sokla. 
where  we  have  established  some  bridge- 
head positions  on  the  east  bank.  The 
enemy  advanced  at  some  points  to 
within  100  paces  of  our  trenches,  and  at 
other  points  there  was  hand-to-hand 
righting.

"Near  Koilenlce  (sixty-five  miles 
northwest  of  Baadomlers)  our  troopa 
had  an  engagement  with  Russian  rear 
guards.

NORTHERN  FRANCE,  Friday,  July 
23. — Premier  Borden  had  an  enthusias- 
tic welcome  from  the  Dominion  soldiers 
on  the  lighting  line.  With  R.  B.  Ben- 
nett. M.  P..  and  two  Canadian  staff  of- 
ficers, he  has  spent  a  busy  time  in 
Franco  since  landing  at  Boulogne  from 
the  British  destroyer  which  was  placed 
at  his  disposal  by  the  Admiralty.  The 
Governor  of  Boulogne,  Col.  Dary,  and 
his  suite  greeted  the  Canadian  party 
at  the  dock,  and  in  a  atlrrlng  speech 
told  the  Premier  how  proud  France  was 
to  have  the  representatives '  of  the  Do- 
minion's brave  troops  as  her  guest. 

The  Premier  replied  with  a  few 
words,  and  then  followed  a  general  in- 
troduction to  members  of  General 
French's  staff,  the  British  commander 
nayvlng  sent  his  own  secretary  as  well 
as  his  aide  to  meet  Premier  Borden, 
and  eeveral  prominent  members  of  .the 
Allied  staff,  who  had  traveled  down  es- 
pecially from  General  Joffre's  head- 
quarters to  welcome  him  to  France. 

Premier  Borden,  who  wore  the  uni- 
form of  a  Canadian  staff  officer,  then 
was  a  guest  at  a  military  luncheon. 

During  the  afternoon  he  motored  to 
Le  Touquet,  Etaples  and  Wlmerua, 
where  he  Inspected  the  Canadian  hos- 
pital and  talked  with  a  few  wounded 
soldiers  from  Overseas  ,  who  remained 
rrom  the  last  severe  fighting  at  Fes- 
tubert.  in  the  evening  there  was  a 
banquet,  which  was  attended  by  all 
the  principal  military  officers  of  this 
section  of  the  British  lines  of  communi- 
cation, and  also  French  officers  from 
Calais.  To  one  or  other  party  the  Pre- 
mier remarked  that  it  seemed  as  if  he 
were  back  in  Canada,  he  was  meeting 
so  many  old  Canadian  friends  who  were 
now  on  active  service. 

Early  on  Wednesday  the  Premier's 
party  were  taken  In  British  official  cars 
to  where  General  A l demon  had  his 
headquarters.  The  Premier  then  made 
a  tour  of  the  military  works,  visiting 
officers'  dugouts,  and  even-  venturing 
into  the  series  of  advanced  trenches.

He  remarked  on  the  cheerfulness 
which  prevailed  upon  both  the  com- 
manders and  the  men  who  had  been 
through  such  terrific  fighting  at  Ypres 
and  Givencby.  He  was  given  a  charac- 
teristic reply  by  a  Western  captain, 
who  is  one  of  the  close  personal  friends 
of  the  Premier.  This  captain  oald: 
"Why  not 7  This  is  pie  for  ua  It  haa 
been  two  weeks  of  holiday." 

After  a  hard  day,  during  which  every 
section  of  the  Canadian  division  was 
visited,  the  Premier  dined  with  General 
Alderson  and  his  staff  and  motored  later 
to  the  commander-in-chiefs  headquar- 
ters, where  he  was  the  guest  for  all 
of  Thursday. 

Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught  acted  aa 
guide  for  Premier  Borden  during  his 
tour,  and  came  In  for  splendid  greetings 
from  the  Canadian  troops,  by  whom  he 
waa   recognised.     .

The   Secretary  of  State   to   Ambassador 
Gerard: 

Tou  are  instructed  to  deliver  textually 
the  following  note  to  the  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs: 

The  note  of  the  Imperial  German 
Government,  dated  the  8th  of  July,  1915. 
has  received  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  states, 
and  It  regrets  to  be  obliged  to  say  that 
It  haa  found  it  very  unsatisfactory  be- 
cause it  falls  to  meet  the  real  dlffer- 
encr  between  the  two  Governments 
and  indicates  no  way  In  which  the  ac- 
cepted principles  of  law  and  humanity 
may  be  applied  In  the  grave  matter  in 
controversy,  but  proposed,  on  the  con- 
trary, arrangements  for  a  partial  sus- 
pension of  those'  principles  whloh  would 
virtually  set  them  aside. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States 
note  with  satisfaction  that  the  imperial 
Government  recognised  without  reserva- 
tion the  validity  of  the  principles  in- 
sisted on  in  the  several  communications 
which  this  Government  has  addressed  to 
tho  Imperial  German  Government,  with 
regard  to  its  announcement  of  a  war 
sone  and  the  use  of  submarines  against 
'merchantmen  on  the  high  aeas — the 
principle  that  the  high?  seas  are  free, 
that  the  character  and  cargo  of  a  mer- 
chantman must  first  be  ascertained  be- 
fore she  can  lawfully  be  seized  or  de- 
stroyed, and  that  the  lives-  of  non- 
combatants  may  in  no  case  be  put  in 
Jeopardy  unless  the  vessel  resists  or 
seeks  to  escape  after  being  summoned 
to  submit  to  examination;  for  a  bellig-

Tho  Government  of  the  United 
Slates  is,  however,  keenly  disappointed 
to  And  that  the  Imperial  German  Gov-, 
eminent  regards  Itself  aa  In  large  de- 
gree exempt  from  the  obligation  to 
observe  these  principles,  even  where 
neutral  vessels  are  concerned,  by  what 
It  believes  the  policy  and  practice  of 
the  Government  of  Britain  to  be  In  th<j 
present  war  with  regard  to  neutral 
commerce.

Reeve  of  Esquimalt  Dies  After 
Short  Illness— Was  Elected 
to  Office  by  Acclamation  in 
January. 


Large  Contracting  Firms  of 
Victoria  Each  Announce 
That  They  Will  Contribute 
Automatic  Quick-Firers, 


Notification  was  received  yesterday 
that  three  machine  guns  have  been 
presented  to  the  local  troops.  One  Is 
from  the  firm  of  Grant  Smith  and  Mc- 
Donnell, Ltd.,  and  another  from  Sir  John 
Jackson.  Ltd.,  both  of  which  are  now 
engaged  on  Victoria  harbor  development 
work.  The  third  is  a  donation  from 
Messrs.  Parfitt  Bros.,  the  well  known 
local  contractors  snd  builders.  They 
have  given  a  cheque  for  11,000  to 
The  Colonist,  It  being  understood 
that  It  Is  to  be  used  by  tha 
Department  for  the  purchase  of  an 
automatic  quick-firing  gun  for  the 
use  of  troops  mobilized  In  Victoria  for 
service  st  the  front. 

Taken  in  conjunction  with  the  guns 
promised  a  Victoria  regiment  the  total 
contributions  of  Victorians  up  to  date 
are  considered  satisfactory.  This  la 
particularly  marked  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  thua  far  there  haa  been  no  gen- 
eral orgaalxed  campaign.  Apart  from 
the  efforts  of  a  small  committee  on  be- 
half of  one  corps  there  has  been  abso- 
lutely no  solicitation  of  the  citisens  in 
the  Interests  of  all  the  forces  which 
have  left  the  city  to  fight  for  the  Em- 
pire. Moot  of  the  donations,  therefore, 
Are  the  result  of  publicity  alone,  and  It 
is  felt  that  there  are  many  residents 
of  the  community  who  would  gladly  as- 
sist in  the  endeavor  to  provide  the  men 
from  this  section  with  more  adequate 
armament  If  the  necessity  were  fully 
explained  In  personal  interviews.

Mr.  James  S.  McAdam,  who  had  been 
Reeve  of  the  Municipality  of  Esquimalt 
since  January  last,  expired  yesterday 
afternoon  shortly  after  S  o'clock,  at  the 
Royal  Jubilee  Hospital,  death  being  the 
result  of  a  lingering  illness  which  be- 
came serious  some  three  weeks  ago, 
and  enforced  his  removal  to  the  hospi- 
tal. 

The  loss  of  Mr.  McAdam  will  be 
deeply  regretted  by  the  entire  commun- 
ity, especially  by  the  residents  of  E*. 
qulmalt,  in  which  municipality  he  hod 
been  very  active  ever  since  he  came  to 
make  his  residence  there.  He  pos- 
sessed a  strong  personality,  and  by  his 
splendid  personal  qualities  he  created  a 
wide  circle  of  friends.  A  man  of  some- 
what retiring  disposition,  he  made  it 
evident  during  his  short  term  of  office 
as  Reeve  that  be  was  an  exceptionally 
able  man,  and  the  prominent  part  which 
he  took  In  all  public  affairs  In  the 
municipality  showed  him  to  be  one  of 
Esquimau's  leading  citisens. 

The  late  Mr.  McAdam  was  born 
sixty-two  years  ago  In  Manchester, 
England,  where  he  received  his  educa- 
tion and  began  his  business  career.  Be- 
ing attracted  by  the  many  advantages 
offered  in  the  West,  he  removed  to  Can- 
ada some  years  ago  and  settled  at  Tre- 
heme,  Southwest  Manitoba.  He  oper- 
ated a  farm  there  for  several  years,  and 
became  well  known  throughout  the  dis- 
trict, being  elected  a  member  of  the 
municipal  council.  He  went  to  Winni- 
peg a  few  years  later,  and  accepted  a 
position  aa  land  valuator  In  a  real  es- 
tate firm,  which  he  held  during  his  resi- 
dence in  the  prairie  capital. 

As  mesldent   of  Xsqulmalt 

In  1107  he  came  to  the  coast,  and 
made  his  residence  on  Esquimalt  Road. 
As  a  local  resident,  his  career  is  fairly 
well  known.  While  he  retired  from 
business  before  he  came  here,  ha  was 
active  In  his  endeavor  to  Improve  the 
general  conditions  In  the  municipality, 
TOT — gy — hfi  influence — accomplished  a 
great  deal  towards  making  Esquimalt 
what  It  Is  today.  Re  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  first  municipal  council, 
when  Esquimalt  became  a  municipality. 
In  1012,  and  he  was  re-elected  tIo  the 
second  council.  At  the  last  election, 
held  In  January,  he  became  Reeve  by 
acclamation,  and  until  "two  or  three 
weeks  ago  he  presided  at  the  bi-monthly 
meetings.  During  his  term  of  office,  the 
improvements  made  In  the  state  of  tha 
district  have  been  noticeable.  It  was 
largely  through  his  untiring  efforts  that 
the  sewerage  system  was  installed.  The 
municipal  highways  were  maintained 
throughout  his  term  In  remarkably  good 
condition,  and  the  fire  brigade  system 
was  also  Inaugurated  since  he  came  to 
office 

He   waa  a   prominent    member  of   the 

Esquimau    Methodist    Church    congrega* 

tion  and   recently  went    to   New  West- 

'  minster,  representing  Esquimalt  at  the 

Methodist  conference  there. 

While  the  late  Mr.  McAdam  had  been 
in  poor  health  ever  since  he  came  to  the 
city,  hla  Illness  did  not  become  serious 
until  some  three  weeks  ago,  when  his 
removal  to  the  Jubilee  Hospital  became 
necessary.  He  spent  about  fifteen  day* 
there,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  that 
period,  he  waa  pronounced  to  be  In  bet- 
ter health  and  waa  allowed  to  return  to 
his  home.  He  .  suffered  a  sudden  re- 
lapse shortly  after,  hla  return,  and  waa 
conveyed  back  to  the  hospital,  where  an 
operation  was  performed. 

He  Is  survived  by  a  widow  and  one 
slater.  Mra  Ruthledge.  of  New  West- 
minster, who  Is  now  In  the  city.  A 
daughter  died  some  .time  ago.  at  the  age 
of  fifteen  yeara  Funeral  arrangements 
will  be  announced  later.       «

PETROGRAD,  July  St.— Field  Marshal 
von  Mackenaen,  operating  between  the 
Bug  and  the  Vistula  Rivers,  continues 
hki  wild  sledge-hammer  blows  against 
the  Cholm-Lublin  line  of  the  Russians, 
directing  them  now  particularly  against 
the  city  of  Lublin.  His  immediate  ob- 
jectives are  Belsyce,  Travnlki,  Vossla- 
vltze  aad  Grubochow.  Belsyce  Is  twelve 
miles   southwest  of  Lublin. 

Of  only  slightly  less  Importance  in 
this  region  are  the  battles  of  the  Bug, 
between  Krylow   and   Dobrotrova. 

West  of  Warsaw,  the  Russians  have 
moved  back  to  their  second  Una  of  de- 
fences at  Blonle  and  Nadarsyn  and 
their  positions  In  front  of  Ivangorod. 
The  latter  positions  are  regarded  the 
strongest  In  the  Russian  line,  as  Is  In- 
dicated—by— the-  faet  that  the  Oermans 
assaulted  them  furiously  In  their  two 
former  campaigns  against  Waraaw  and 
were  unable  to  reach  them. 

The  Northwest  battles  are  raging  at 
Novo  Georglesvk  and  along  the  entire 
Narew  River,  which  embraces  the  strong 
points  of  Pultusk  and  Boxen,  command- 
ing thp  croastnga  in  the  bend  of  the 
rlyer,  oetrolanka  and  Lomxa. 

On  the  Nlemen  front  the  fighting  la 
concentrated  at  Koalovarude,  aouthwest 
of  Kovno,  on  the  railroad  which  runs 
to  Oumblnnen. 

In  the  Baltic  region  the  Oermans  are 
oeeklng  contact  with  the  Russian  main 
forces  between  Mltau  and  Hhavli 

The  Germans  appear  to  be  more  close* 
ly  co-ordinating  theae  separate  move- 
ments. The  resulting  general  battles 
on  the  three  fronts  protecting  Warsaw 
la  regarded  by  the  Russian  military 
critics  aa  the  most  important  of  any 
struggle  in  the  Eastern  theatre.  They 
compare  the  entire  region  to  a  great 
fortress.     - 

The  general  Idea  of  the  Oerman 
campaign  la  assumed  to  be  to  secure 
control  of  the  Vistula  lines.  With  this 
strong  natural  barrier  adequately  forti- 
fied the .  military  critics  say  Germany 
might  hope  to  keep  Russia  In  cheek 
with  comparatively  small  forces  and 
then  throw  her  entire  weight  against 
France.

Severe  Pressure  of  Italians  on 
Isonzo  Front  Tells  on  De- 
fenders— Struggle  for  Pos- 
session of  Gorizia. 


ROMS.  July  tt.— Half  a  million 
Austro-Hungarian  and  Italian  troopa, 
masse d  on  a  front  sixty  miles  long  on 
tbs  Isonso  River,  are  engaged  In  tha 
most  desperate  battle  of  the  Auatro- 
Italian  war. 

Under  the  pressure  of  the  Italian 
drive,  and  especially  the  violent  artil- 
lery Are  of  the  Invaders,  the  Austrian 
ansa  are  weakening,  and  at  several 
points  between  Tolmlno  and  Deberdo 
tbs  Austrian*  have  evacuated  trenches 
and  nave  been  driven  from  height*  of 
strategic  Importance. 

Gorlala  im  tbs  prize  for  which  the 
Italians  are  fighting,  but  they  are  buy- 
ing their  successes  with  heavy  loss  of 
Ufa.  The  Austrian  losses  likewise  have 
been  heavy,  although  the  Austrtans  had 
tbs  advantage  of  stroiig  defensive 
works. 

It  Is  estimated  that  within  the  past 
ten  days  the  Austrlans  have  lost  10,000 
men  In  killed,  wounded  and  captured  on 
the  Isonso  front.  Archduke  Eugene, 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Austrlau 
forces.  Is  calling  vainly  for  reinforce- 
ments, according  to  advice*  from  the 
front,  but  these  cannot  be  furnished,  be- 
cause sll  of  the  available  Austro-iiun- 
garian  troops  have  been  sent  into  the 
Eastern  theatre  of  war  to  help  the  Ger- 
mans in   their  drive  against   Warsaw. 

The  Italians  have  the  advantage  in 
ammunition  and  big  guns.  Under  the 
sizzling  rays  of  a  broiling  sun  the 
Italians  charged  uo  the  slopes  of  the 
mountain,  taring  the  murderous  tire  of 
the  Austrian  detenUere  with  most  note- 
worthy   courage.

They  also  declared  that  Herman  army 
officers  arc  being  placed  among  the  Aus- 
trian forces  on  the  Italian  front. 

In  the  Carnlc  Alps  the  artillery  duels 
continue,  with  both  sides  using  aero- 
planes us  range  tinders. 

The  position  of  Uorlzia,  practically 
enveloped  on  all  sides  by  the  Italians, 
Is  hourly  becoming  more  precarious.

We  believe  it  is 
the  solemn  duty  of  every  Christian 
pulpit  In  Canada  to  create  an  atmos- 
phere In   which   recruiting  will  be  easy. 

"Our  Empire  is  engaged  In  the  great- 
est struggle  of  the  ages.  The  most 
sacred  possessions,  that  have  been  won 
only  through  the  travail  and  pain  of 
the  centuries,  are  at  stake.  The  price- 
less gift  of  liberty,  with  ail  that  It 
means  to  u  free  citizen,  Is  In  the  bsl- 
ance,  These  are  threatened  by  armed 
Invaders  who  arc  possessed  of  the  very 
spirit  of  Satan.

Italians  Report  Check  of  Aus- 
trian Assault  on  Positions  in 
Carso — Defenders  Also  Re- 
port Repulses, 


ItuMlC.  July  23.— The  following  com- 
munication   was    j.sMieil    today: 

"The  battle  continues  all  along  the 
ftont  of  the  Isonso,  and  the  success  of 
our  armies  is  constantly  becoming  more 
clearly    apparent. 

"In  the  Monte  Nero  sector  our  Alpine 
troopa  have  begun  an  advance  along  the 
difficult  Muzklca  rltlge.  Tho  enemy  of- 
fered vigorous  resistance,  but  our 
troops  succeeded  In  wresting  from  him 
some  of  his  most  advanced  positions, 
inflicting    heavy    losses. 


"Our  slow   progress  continues  on   the 
,  front  of  Plava  and  Uorlzia.     Further en- 
ttenchments  have    been    carried  here,  and 
war   material  captured. 

"There  was  heavy  fighting  on  the 
Carso  front  on  the  night  of  the  22nd, 
and  the  following  day.  Tho  enemy,  af- 
ter violent  artillery  preparations,  and 
being  reinforced,  threw  dense  masses 
against  our  front,  particularly  on  our 
left  Our  first  line,  despite  a  previous 
long  struggle,  succeeded  In  arresting 
the  shock,  and  the  subsequent  arrival 
of  our  reinforcements  enabled  us  to 
make  an  energetic  counter-attack,  which 
ended  In  a  veritable  debacle  for  '  tha 
enemy. 

"Our  gunners  mowed  down  the  hos- 
tile colura/is,  while  our  infantry  at* 
tacked  at  close  quarters,  and  by  an  en- 
veloping movement  captured  1.500  pris- 
oners. Including  ?•  officers.  The  bat- 
tlefield was  covered  with  dead." 
Austrian  statement 

VIENNA.  July  13.— Tbe  War  Office 
today   reported: 

"The  battle  near  Oorlsla  continues. 
The  Italians  yesterday  bombarded  mod- 
erately tha  bridgehead  of  Oorlsla.  The 
attack  on  Monte  Sabotlno  was  repulsed, 
and  our  trocpa  regained,  without  excep- 
tion, t$ieir  original  positions  at  tbe 
bridgehead  during  the  repulse  of  nu- 
merous hostile  attacks,  the  Dalmatian 
landwehr  again  particularly  distinguish- 
ing   themselves.  » 

"The  fighting  continues  on  the  edge 
of  the  Doberdo  plateau.

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TURKISH  DUPLICITY 

Conducting    Violent    Aatl-ZtaUan    Cam- 
paign and  Striving  to  Maintain 
Diplomatic  notations 

ROME,  July  33. — Diplomatic  rela- 
tions between  Italy  end  Turkey  nr< 
strained  to  the  breaking  point.  The 
Constantinople  newspapers  have  Initi- 
ated a  violent  antl-ltallan  campaign, 
which  has  undoubtedly  been  Inspired 
by  the  Oovernment,  since  the  censor- 
ship has  been  specially  relaxed.  There 
are  dally  announcements  of  crushing 
Italian  defeats  and  Austrian  victories, 
while  publication  is  refused  to  the 
denials  of  the  Italian  emr.assy,  and 
the  protests  of  the  Italian  ambassador 
■re  unheeded, 

Meanwhile  800  Italian  reservists  are 
detained  at  Smyrna  on  the  pretext  that 
owing  tn  the  stale  of  ilags.  the 
is  closed  and  passenger  traffic  stopped. 
Other  Italians  now  In  Asia  Minor  and 
Syria,  Including  250  monks  and  nuns 
In  Palestine,  are  similarly  detained. 
Turkey  Is  now  threatening  internment 
in  concentration  camps  of  sll  Italians 
In  the  Ottoman  Umpire,  since  Italy  is 
fighting  with  Turkey's  enemies,  and  all 
Italians  are  suspected  of  being  spies. 

At  the  same  time,  despite  such  ac- 
tions, which  are  sufficient  causes  for 
war,  Turkey  Is  striving  to  maintain 
diplomatic  relations  with  Italy.  ItaV, 
however,  Is  determined  not  to  tolerate 
Turkey's  action,  and  Is  prepared  to 
resort  to  coercive  measures,  which  wl'l 
undoubtedly    hasten    Turkey's    defeat. 


INVADERS  PUSH 


German  and  Austrian  Annies 
Persistently  Endeavoring  to 
Envelop  Warsaw  —  Report 
Some  Progress  Made, 


LONDON".  July  «.— Tbe  Austrlans 
and  Germans  are  pushing  their  great 
attacks'  against  the  Russian  armiea  de- 
fending Warsaw  with  undminlshed  en- 
ergy, and  at  some  points  report  that 
progress  baa  been  pade. 

They  are  operating!  however,  through 
country  wbleb  tbe  retiring  Russians 
have  laid  waate,  and  tbe  roads  era  little 
suited  for  the  movement  of  tbe  heavy 
artillery  which  Is  necessary  for  the 
bombardment  of  the  great  fortresses 
barring  the  way. 

It  la  not  expected,  therefore,  that  de- 
cisive actions  on  any  of  the  fronts  will 
be  fought  for  a  few  days,  although  the 
battle  between  the  Viatula  and  the  Bug 
rivers,  where  the  German  Field  Marshal 
von  Mackensens  army  Is  advancing  to- 
ward the  Lublin-Cholm  railroad,  has 
about  reached  a  climax.  Here,  accord- 
ing to  the  German  official  communica- 
tion Issued  this  afternoon,  the  Germans 
have  succeeded  in  breaking  the  obstin- 
ate resistance  of  the  Russians  at  sev- 
eral points  and   forced  them   to  retreat. 

The  Russians,  however,  have  had  lots 
of  time  to  prepare  a  series  of  positions, 
and  It  Is  believed  that  they  will  make 
every  effort  to  hold  them  until,  if  it 
becomes  necessary,  their  army  is  able 
to  retire  from  Warsaw. 

Bettrexaeat  on  ▼latnla 

To  the  south  of  Warsaw,  In  front  of 
the  fortress  of  Ivangorod,  the  Russians 
have  retired  to  the  VMstula  river,  which, 
with  Us  forts  and  a  lack  of  bridges, 
must  form  a  barrier  which  the  Aus- 
trlans and  Germans  will  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  overcome. 

The    northern    German     army,      under 


Kleld  Marshal  V6h  lllndenbufg.  also  IS 
reported  to  have  made  progress,  but  It 
Is  stated  that  it  has  not  yet  been  able 
to  cross  the  Narew  river,  another  na- 
tural defence  of  the  Ruaslan  triangle 
behind  the  Tolish  capital.  In  fact,  all 
along  this  front  the  Russians  have  re- 
sumed their  counter-attacks  from  the 
fortress  of  Novo  Georglevak,  but  these, 
according  to  the  German  accounts 
failed  In  their  purpose.  Before  Rosen, 
another  of  the  river  fortresses,  the  Ger- 
mans declare  they  have  stormed  and 
taken  two  fortified  villages  and  cap- 
tured a  number  of  prisoners. 

Possible    Banian    Plana 

Opinion  is  still  divided  as  to  whether 
tirand  Duke  Nicholas,  the  Russian 
Commander-in-Chief,  will  give  decisive 
battle  or  is  simply  trying  to  inflict  as 
heavy  losses  on  the  enemy  as  is  pos- 
sible before  withdrawing  from  Warsaw 
and  the  whole  Polish  salient  to  Brest 
Mtovsk  and   the   Bug  river. 

Severe  fighting  is  still  going  on  In 
the  Argonne  and  in  the  Vosges  on  the 
Western  front,  but  without  bringing  any 
viry  material  changes  In  the  position  of 
the  opposing  armies. 

It  is  reported  unofficially  that  the 
Germans  are  massing  troops  at  St 
Mlhlel  for  a  more  extended  offensive, 
but  the  official  communications  do  not 
Indicate  that  snythlng  In  the  nature  of 
a  serious  engagement  has  occurred  there 
as  yet.  That  the  Germans  will  attempt 
an  offensive  here  la  considered  by  the 
military  observers  as  quite  likely,  as 
ttiey  assert  that  the  recent  activity  of 
the  Oe'rman  Crown  Prince's  army  Indi- 
cates that-  they  are  hoping  to  weaken 
the  French  hold  on  Verdun.

■    British  Transport  Speaks  of 

Wounded     Soldiers  —  Saw 

Battleships  Sunk, 


OTTAWA,  luly  23.— One  of  the  first 
tetters  to  come  to  Ottawa  from  the 
forces  operating  in  the  Dardanelles  has 
been  received  here  from  Charles 
Morris,  a  British  seaman  on  board  His 
Majesty's    transport   Alaunla. 

The  writer  has  gone  through  some 
rtng-  experiences. — rig — witness*  <f 
the  sinking  of  the  Triumph  and  the 
Majestic  by  submarines.  His  letter  Is 
dated    June    1(. 

"Wis  are  having  an  awful  time  of  It 
taking  on  wounded  soldiers,  some  with 
no  legs  and  others  shot  half  away.  We 
have,  been  taking  on  French,  Indians, 
and,  of  course,  all  who  come  along. 
it's  an  awful  sight  to  see  tnese  young 
fellows,  scarcely  out  of  their  mother's 
care,  dying  around  us,  and  our  putting 
them  over  the  aide.  It's  nothing  to 
bury  six  a  day,  and  more  often  we 
have  many  more  than  that.  We /are 
getting  used   to   It  now. 

"There  Is  a  rumor  around  that  we 
are  going  home  shortly  to  repair  our 
ahlp,  which  get  badly  damaged  by  a 
cruiser  in  the  Dardanelles.  It  knocked 
half  her  stern  In  and  put  a  big  hole 
In  her.  I  sew  tbe  Triumph  and.  the 
Majestic  sink,  struck  by  a  submarine., 
and  at  tbe  same  time  we  get  peppered 
by  the  land  batteries,  whlcn,  however, 
did  little  dsmage  to  us. 

"It's  very  hot  today,  and  we  ha.e 
slaty  naval  men  en  the  lookout  all  tbe 
time  We  often  sleep  with  our  clothes 
ea  la  caee  of  an  accident.  We  do  net 
know  what  la  to  happen  next  They 
spring  up  everywhere— submarines— 
and  aeroplanes  coxae  like  a  tot  of 
rooks,  dropping  a  few  bombs  and  off 
again. 

"I  aaw  a  graad  sight  a  few  days  age. 
when  two  flying  machines  came  along. 
It  did  not  take  long  to  bring  them 
Sown.  Two  ef  oar  battleships  caught 
them  fairly  aad  brought  ihem  Sown 
with  two  shots.  When  tbe  occupant?, 
who  were  Germans,  Madias  ea  the 
beach,  oar  soldiers  Blobbed  them,  aad 
It  was  what  they  deserved. 


"The  soldiers  treat  the  Turks  fairly 
well,  as  they  eleisa  they  were  Srreea 
into  the  war  by  Oecmeny.  hut  Tarhep 
win  set  all  she  laaatiia  for  being 
driven  In.  bocanee  there  win  he  no 
young  fellows  left  after  the  war.

Casualty  Rolls  Issued  by  Militia 
Department  Yesterday  Are 
Very  Short — Five  Deaths  Are 
Recorded. 


OTTAWA,  July  tt— Only  two  very 
short  lists  of  casualties  were  issued 
from  the  Militia  Department  on  Fri- 
day. One  In  the  afternoon  contained 
live  names  and  the  midnight  list  had  tea 
names.  Two  men  are  reported  killed, 
four  wounded  and  two  ill.  Three  others 
died  white  prisoners,  two  from 
wounds  and  one  as  a  result  of  gas 
poisoning.  Three  names  are  added  to 
the  prisoners'  roll.     The  lists  follow: 


o'GIoAK,  WHeTi  Major  liangcr  and  Cap- 
tain  Zeugg  and  Lieutenant  Leblanc,  of 
the  «6th  Battalion,  who  were  to  be  the 
speakers,  arrived,  escorted  by  a  com- 
pany from  that  regiment,  they  were 
greeted  with  hoots  and  hissed.  Major 
Hanger  walked  to  the  front  of  the  plat- 
form and  asked  for  a  hearing,  but  the 
uproar  was  redoubled,  voices  shouting, 
"We  won't  have  conscription!"  "We 
don't  want  conscription!" 

The  police  charged  the  disturbers  and 
ejected  several,  but  with  no  result. 
After  a  half  hour  wait  the  party  left 
the  park. 

Afterwards,  the  mob  began  a  march 
through  the  streets  toward  the  news- 
paper offices,  threatening  to  "smash 
them  up,"  but  police  reserves  arrived 
and  dispersed  them  before  they  had 
gone  many  blocks.

LONDON,  July  23.— If  cotton  ha.l 
been  declared  contraband  "t  the  out- 
set, says  Sir  William  Ramsay  In  an 
article  in  The  Evening  News,  the  war 
would  have  been  over  by  last  April.  A 
similar  statement  Is  made  by  Ullalre 
Belloc   In   Land   and   Water. 

Paul  Coudurler.  London  correspon- 
dent of  of  The  Paris  Figaro,  asserts 
that  early  in  the  war  the  French  Gov- 
ernment requested  the  Brltlsn  Govern- 
ment to  put  cotton  on  the  iist  of  con- 
traband, and  that  Oreat  Britain  refus-.l 
for  two  reasons:  First,  because  the 
cotton  dealers'  were  opposed  to  such  a 
step  because  German  cruisers  were  then 
chasing  British  ships  and  might  sink 
all  the  cargoes  of  cotton  sent  to  this 
country;  and,  second,  because  the  Allies 
took  every  precaution  not  to  offend 
neutral  nations.

Oerman  mobile  heavy  artillery  already

If  they  are  not 
already  across,  the  same  railroad  hc 
twer.n  Lublin  and  Chnlin.  an  that  this 
all-Important  means  of  communication 
connecting  the  whole  southern  front 
between,  the  Vistula  and  the  Bug  Hi  vers 
is  probably  cut  In  tgv'o  places,  which,  will 
greatly  hamper  the  defensive  problem 
of  the  mysterious  new  general  to  whom, 
according  to  Russian  reports,  the  cream 
of  the  Russian  army  has  been  en- 
trusted. The  Austro-Gcrman  forces  In 
this  region  continue  to  advance.  Their 
task  is  most  difficult  because  the  Rus- 
sians are  throwing  in  now  reserves  and 
veteran  troops,  whose  ranks  have  been 
recruited  to  full  strength  during  the 
period   of  recuperation. 

The  reinforced  Russians  are  fighting 
with  the  valor  of  desperation,  and  »he 
Teutonic  forces  can  make  progress 
only  foot  by  foot  while  the  Russians 
are  exposed  to  a  merciless  artillery  are. 

The  problem  of  communications  for 
forwarding  ammunition  Is  offering  less 
difficulties  to  the  Austrlans  than  had 
been  anticipated,  owing  largely  to  a 
Russian  measure.

Tlrls  Is  the  tilth  dsy  of  the  war. 

Increased  sctlrlty  in  reported  from 
the  Western  front,  especially  In  Alsace, 
wh>r«  the  French  are  ao  active,  as  to 
aucveat  til*  probability  of  a  vigorous 
offensive  being  Inaugurated  there.  80 
vary  little  newa  la  given  out  from  which 
one  can  deduce  anything  like  a  safe 
opinion  aa  to  the  future  plana  of  the  Al- 
lien, that  anything  we  might  suggest  aa 
to  the  probable  courae  of  events  would 
be  only  a  gueaa.  but  undoubtedly  the 
Indication*  are  that  a  very  strong  move- 
ment agalnat  the  Germans  In  the  West 
la  being  arranged. 

The  newa  from  the  Kantern  front  is 
more  favorable.  A  dispatch  from  Tar- 
now,  In  Poland,  said  that  the  Russians 
had  driven  hack  the  Austro-Germans 
on  the  Wicprz  River  a  distance  of 
eight  milea.  This  river  Is  a  tributary 
of  the  Vletula,  paralleling  It  midway 
between  it  and  the  Bug.  The  enemy  hns 
been  forced  to  Krasnostav,  which  town 
la  .aevejHy-iwo  miles  southeast  of  Ivan- 


gorod,  and  112  miles  from  Warsaw  In 
nearly  the  same  direction.  The  repulse 
of  the  enemy  at  this  point  must  relieve 
the  situation  of  the  Grand  Duke's  army 
materially.  In  addition  to  this,  ft  l,s 
said  that  the  Russians  are  firmly,  hold- 
ing the  line  north  of  Warsaw.  The 
actuation  of  the  Ruaaians  Is  far  from 
being  desperate,  indeed,  we  think  the 
probability  that  anything '  like  a  dis- 
aster will  occur  la  alight. 

Official  news  from  the  Dardanelles  Is 
always  belated,  but  unofficial  reports 
apeak  of  freah  euccesaea  by  the  Allies. 
Constantinople  asserts  that  the  Turkish 
forces  have  been  reinforced,  which  Is  In 
contradiction  of  a  former  statement 
from  an  outside  source  that  great  diffi- 
culty would  be  experienced  In  sending 
fresh  troops  to  the  Gallipot!  Peninsula. 
Very  meagre  information  cornea  from 
the  Italian  forces.  The  only  official 
statement  given  out  la  to  the  effect  that 
they  are  making  steady  progress  along 
the  Ivonso,  with  every  prospect  of  an 
important  victory  In  the  battle  now  go- 
ing on  aouth  of  a)ori/.in  In  'the-  Carnta 
Alp*.  Many  Austrian  forts  have  been 
deatroyed. 

:  Relation*  between.  Italy  and  Turkey 
are  strained  almost  to  the  breaking 
point.  If  'an  actual  rupture  takes  place 
Italy  will  promptly  send  troops  tu  as- 
sist the  Allies  at  the  Dardanelles.

I  Th<-  London  Dally  Mall  lately  ottered 
prizes  for  essays  on  domestic  and  muni- 
cipal raonomy.  Two  of  these  have  been 
published.  One  la  by  a  lady  dealing 
with  domestic  economy;  the  other  by  a 
man  deals  with  municipal  economy. 
Both  contain  valuable  suggestions,  it 
la  to  be  premised  that  economy  Is  used 
in  the  sens.)  of  saving,  not  aa  a  aynonym 
for  management. 

The  prise  winner  writing  on  domestic 
economy  places  tho  dlaoharge  of  ser- 
vants In  the  flrat  place.  She  doea  not 
seem  to  take  into  account  what  the  dls- 
chargeVservant  will  do,  although  in  orte 
place  she  does  mention  that  many  wo- 
men ar*  working  in  the  field*  From  the 
standpoint  of  the  Individual  It  may  be 
economical  to  discharge  servants,  but 
from   the   standpoint  of   the  community 


another  aide  of  the  caae  Is,  to  be  aeen. 
It  la  no  great  sacrifice  for  a  woman  to 
do  without  a  parlormaid  and  do  the 
work  herself;  but  it  might  be  to  do 
without,  something  not  quite  necessary 
ao  aa  to  be  able  to  keep  the  maid  and 
thua  provide  her  with  a  home.  On  the 
other  hand  the  maid  ought  to  recipro- 
cate and  make  her  sacrifice  by  accepting 
less  wages.  It  la  hard  to  lay  down  any 
hard  and  fast  rule  In  auch  matters,  but 
we  think  it  a  sound  principle  that  per- 
sons who  can  afford  to  employ  others, 
ought  not  to  dlaoharge  them  simply  to 
save  their  wagea  and  the  coat  of  their 
keep.  But  the  essay  contains  many 
useful  hints  which  persons  with  reduced 
incomes  would  do  well  to  follow.  Here 
are  some  of  them,  with  which,  however, 
we  fancy  all  housekeepers  will  not 
agree:  Buy  for  the  day:  pay  caah;  do 
your  own  marketing;  large  joints  are 
wasteful;  make  more  stews,  with  plenty 
of  vegetables;  targe  supplies  of  rood  are 
wasteful;  eat  lass  butter  and  more  Jam.: 
make  your  own  jam;  sat  currant  bread 
Instead  of.  cake;  give  up  tinned  foods 
and  patent  cereals;  eat  mora  cheese: 
sift  the  cinders;  use  dried  potato  peel- 
ings and  used  matches  to  kindle  a  lire: 
generally  adopt  a  plainer  but  not  lower 
standard  of  living. 

suggestions  like  these,  some  of  which 
are  not  vary  applicable  to  this  country, 
will  make  a  reduced  Income  go  nearly 
as  far  aa  d  larger  one.  If  by  ouch 
economies  money  la  saved,  the  result 
will  be  Just  as  much  more  available  capi- 
tal (UT  the  employment  of  other  people.

butt  aa  the  writer  says,  these  amount  la 
the  aggregate  to  a  vary  targe  amount. 
•wmmlag  up  his  suggest  less,  he  may  at 
said  to  advocate  the  cutting  aft  of  frills 
and  wearing  our  old  municipal  clothes 
until  wu  aaa  afford  to  bay  new   onea 


Indeed,  be  makes  a  point  literally  about 
clothes,  for  be  thinks  policemen  and 
Bremen  might  ga  without  new  uniforms. 
If  the  old  ones  are  yet  serviceable 
though  shabby.  When  vacancies  occur 
in  oases*,  he  thinks  there  should  be  no 
new  appointees,  tf  the  work  can  bo 
done  by  the  remainder  af  the  staff, 
la  hlsSwinlon  too  much  money  Is  wasted 
In  what  are  called  "ofnee  requisites.'' 
Against  anything  approaching  jobbery 
ha  makes  a  very  strong  protest.  Hs 
saya  It  Is  not  only  dishonest,  but  It  la 
umpatriotic.  The  essayist  does  not  make 
any  suggestions  of  magnitude  or  of  a 
revolutionary  character.  He  only  pleads 
for  the  ansae  sort  of  thrift  In  muni- 
cipal affairs  aa  a  sane  Individual  would 
employ  In  the  affairs  of  his  own  house- 
hold. 

The  advantage  of  the  publication  of 
such  essays,  which  We  would  produce 
In  run  if  it  were  not  that  much  of 
them  is  hardly  applicable,  locally,  Is  that 
they  serve  to  direct  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  husbanding  our  resources. 
In  times  of  peace  we  all  became  more 
or  less  extravagant.  Liberal  expendi- 
tures, when  they  can  be  afforded,  are 
excellent,  but  there  Is  an  element  j>f 
danger  in  them  because  they  may  lead 
to  artificial  prosperity,  and  when  the 
pinch  or  hard  times  comes  and  extrav- 
agance must  he  cut  off,  distress  arises 
which  otherwise  would  not  have  oc- 
curred.

Commenting  upon  the  coal  miners' 
strike  in  Wales,  now.  happily,  ended, 
The  Seattle  Times  made  some  observa- 
tions in  a  recent  Issue  that  are  or 
wider  application  than  the  subject 
which  elicited  them.  Wo  quote,  in  part, 
from   It: 

There  is  treason  in  the  obstacle 
raised  by  British  capital;  there  is 
treason  In  the  ranks  of  organised  labor 
— and  somewhere  between  those  heinous 


and  nefarious  limits  there  is  the  pa- 
tnotlsm   of   Great    Britain. 

Treason  on  the  one  hand  takes  ad- 
vantage of  the  country's  extremity  to 
demand  an  unconscionable,  profit;  trea- 
son on  the  other  hund  seizes  the  op- 
portunity to  exact  an  Increased  wage. 
And  while  treason.  In  Its  two  forms 
fights  Its  Internecine  strife,  patriotism. 
lacking  ammunition,  goes  to  death  on 
the   battlerield. 

The  situation  today  Is  not  so  desper- 
ate as  during  that  first  strike,  some 
weeks  ago;  but  it  Is  bad  enough  under 
any  conditions.  There  Is  no  dirrerence 
in   its   fibre;  except   that  of  degree. 

Thla  Is  the  reason  why  the  men  at 
th«  front  regard  the  obdurate  capital- 
ists on  the  one  hand  snd  the  stubborn 
laborers  on  the  other  as  stark,  staring 
mad. 

For  a  few  pennies  an  hour,  they  are 
creating  conditions  that  mean  the  sacri- 
fice of  thousands  of  lives  at  the  front. 
Of  what  avail  is  the  argument,  when  It 
reaches  the  trenches,  that  capital  muat 
have  its  Increment,  or  the  other  argu- 
ment  that  labor  must  live? 

Hearing  of  this  atrocious  demand,  a 
soldier  asks:  What  would  happen  If  u 
battalion  refused  to  go  Into  a  trench 
because  they  had  had  only  a  day  off 
after  doing  forty-eight  hours — what 
would  happen  to  the  Empire  if  there 
was  such  a  spirit  at  the  front ? 

What.  Indeed!  The  moment  would 
soon  come  when  the  enemy  would  take 
the  mines  and  all  other  resources.  Capi- 
tal would  pay  a  ruinous  war  Indemnity. 
Labor   would  have  nothing.  . 

This  is  very  strongly  put  but  not  too 
much  so.  The  man  who  seeks  to  get 
more  for  an  article  to  be  used  by  our 
troops  than  ita  cost  plua  a  reasonable 
profit;  the  man  who  seeks  to  enhance 
his  pront  by  scrimping  In  quality;  the 
man  who  seeks  to  Increase  hla  wago  by 
tuking  advantage  of  the  necessities  of 
his  country.  Is  playing  a  traitorous 
part.  The  time  haa  come  to  speak  out 
Very  plainly  In  such  matters,  and  tho 
use  of  plain  language  ought  not  to  be 
loft   to  outsiders. 


TaTB  AMNUOAV  MOTS 

The  United  States  in  its  latest  note  to 
Germany  has  taken  up  a  firmer  attitude 
on  the  question  of  submarine  warfare. 
The  language  employed  is  much  more 
definite  than  In  previous  communications 
on  the  subject.  In  effect,  President  Wil- 
son will  not  consent  to  abate  any  or 
the  rights  or  the  American  people  no 
matter  what  circumstances  may  arise, 
and  In  this  connection  ha  Is  at  his  best 
when  he  says:  "The  rights  or  neutrals 
In  time  of  war  are  based  upon  principles, 
not  upon  expediency,  and  the  principles 
are  immutable.  It  Is  the  duty  and  obli- 
gation of  belligerents  to  And  a  way  to 
adapt  the  new  circumstances  to  them." 
The  President  then  points  out  that  the 
manner  In  which  Germany's  submarine 
warfare  has  been  carried  out  in  the  past 
two  months  Indicates  that  It  ic  possible 
to  respect  the  rights  for  which  he  Is 
contending.  In  other  words  we  assume 
that  the  American  viewpoint  can  be  met 
if  Germany  will  promise  not  to  repeat 
the  offence       .  I 

There  will  be  s  feeling  or  disappoint- 
ment that  mora  stress  was  not  laid  on 
the  subject  of  reparation  for  the  Ameri- 
can lives  lost  In  the  sinking  of  the 
Lusitanta.  There  la  no  reparation  that 
could  bo  adequate,  but  It  waa  generally 
assumed,  since  there  Is  no  Intention  of 
making  ,the  disaster  a  casua  belli,  that 
the  United  States  would  Insist  upon 
something  In  the  nature  of  an  Indemnity, 
instead,  the  Note  "cannot  believe  that 
the  German  Government  will  longer  re- 
frain from  offering  reparation.**  Aa 
waa  anticipated,  America  could  not  ac- 
cept the  suggestion  of  Germany  to 
designate  certain  vessels  to  which  tha 
freedom  of  the  aeaa  would  be  permitted. 
A  surrender  or  this  character  would  at 
anca  destroy  Washington's  case  and  tha 
proposal,  viewed  from  any  angle,  waa 
childish.  President  Wilson  to  anxious 
to  continue  discussions  with  the  Wll- 
helmstrasse  on  the  subject  of  tha  "Flap 
dom  of  tho  stoma,*'  and,  if  possible,  pave 
b  way  far  a  solution  af  the  question  be- 
tween the  belligerents  themselves.  The 
good  ©fflCee  of  neutral  America  are  of- 
fered towards  thla  and. 

In  conclusion  the  Note  states  that  any 
repetition  by  Germany  of  tho  ■  non-ob- 
servaace    of    neutral    rights.    In    a   caae

American  etttsens  ate  affected 
wlll.be  regarded  aa  an  act  "deliberately 
unfriendly."  Thla  to  tantamount  to 
saying  that  discussions  on  a  friendly 
basis  can  continue,  as  far  as  the  Lusl- 
tanla  disaster  Is  concerned,  but  If 
American  lives  are  again  sacrificed 
through  the  acta  of  Gorman  naval  com- 
menders  a  critical  situation  will  arise 
between  the  two  countries.  More  than 
thla  was  not  expected  by  those  who  have 
followed  the  trend  of  public  opinion  In 
tha  United   States. 


We  have  many  requests  to  send  news- 
papers free  and  at  our  own  expense 
for  postage  to  men  at  the  front  and  to 
hospital*.  Wo  are  already  doing  this 
to  a  vary  considerable  extent  and  are 
furnishing  papers  to  those  who  wish 
to  send  them  for  a  charge,  which  hard- 
ly covers  the  cost.  A  little  consider- 
ation will  show  that  there  are  limits, 
and  not  very  wide  limits,  within  which 
tho  donations  of  newspapers  for  thla 
purpose  must  be  kept  One  request 
would  involve  an  expenditure  on  our 
Part  or  nearly  $1,000  a  month;  that  is 
wo  would,  if  we  had  complied  with  It, 
have  been  contributing  at  the  rate  of 
112,000  a  year  out  of  the  Income  of  this 
paper,  and  for  which  we  would  not  re- 
ceive a  single  dollar  In  return.  When 
this  was  explained  to  the  gentleman, 
who  made  the  proposal,  he  at  once  saw 
that  it  waa  unreasonable  to  expect  us 
to  comply  with  the  request  aixl  also  un- 
reasonable to  ask  our  local  contempor- 
ary and  ourselves  to  divide  the  cost 
between  us. 

We  mention  this  matter  because  we  are 
constantly  in  receipt  of  such  requests, 
and  we  fear  we  are  not  always  utile 
to  convince  those  who  make  them  that 
however  desirous  we  are  we  cannot  com- 
ply with  them.  It  l«  especially  hard  to 
convince  ladles,  aha  seem  unable  tu  real- 


Ize  that  a  newspaper  represents  money, 
that  wrappers  cost  money  ami  that  post- 
age must  be  paid  In  cash,  not  to  say 
anything  about  the  extra  cost  oT  print- 
ing and  mailing.  The  newspapers  are 
ready  to  do  their  share,  but  they  can- 
not reasonably  be  expected  to  do  more 
than   their  share. 

Our  troops  really  want  newspapers 
and  ought  to  have  them.  They  can  be 
supplied  in  one  of  two  Ways*  The 
papers  receive  short  term  subscriptions 
at  a  very  low  rate,  and  hundreds  of 
people  could  afford  to  subscribe  for 
copies  to  be  sent  in  the  regular  course 
of  business.  There  Is  really  no  profit 
to  the  newspapers  In  subscriptions  of 
that  kind,  for  they  do  not  add  to  the 
value  of  the  papers  as  advertising, 
mediums,  and  H  Is  advertising  that 
makes  possible  the  sales  or  the  papers 
at  the  prices  charged.  Another  plan  is 
for  subscribers  to  send  their  papers' 
after  they  have  read  them,  if  this  is 
likely  to  entail  too  much  trouble,  there1 
remains  the  plan  highly  recommended 
by  one  or  the  organizations  Interested 
in  the  welfare  or  our  troops,  namely,  ofj 
preparing  weekly  budgets,  'by 'pasting 
clippings  from  the  local  papers  on, 
manila  sheets.  Such  budgcta  could  be 
sent  forward  once  a  week.  For  use  by 
men  In  the  fighting  line  they  would  be 
especially  convenient,  because  being 
upon  stout  paper  they  could  be  passed 
from  hand  to  hand.

Abegweit,  which  means  "Rocked  In' 
the  Cradle  or  the  Deep,"  is  the  Indian 
name  for  Prince  Edward's  Island.  The 
1 'harlot t « town  Guardian  tells  us  this 
In  its  very  attractive  specie!  supple- 
ment, and  also  Informs  us  that  the  Isl- 
and may  properly  be  called  "The  Cradle 
or  Confederation,"  for  in  Charlottetown 
was  held  the  first  conference  which  led 
to  the  Union  of  the  British  North 
American  Provinces.  The  Guardian 
supplement  Is  a  well  printed,  profusely 
Illustrated  publication,  In  large  magazine 
form,  and  contains  68  pagea  of  very  In- 
teresting matter.  Every  FTince  Kd- 
ward's  Islander  In  British  Columbia 
ought   to  aend   for  a  copy. 

We  have  only  one  hostile  criticism  to 
make.  On  the  first  page  The  Guardian 
Is  unkind  enough  to  talk  about  Mai- 
pcque  oysters.  We  would  like  to  know 
what  people  In  the  West,  who  know 
what  these  bivalves  are  like,  have  ever 
done  to  The  Guardian  that  It  should 
make  their  mouths  water  by  talking 
about  such  things.  One  can  read  of 
fox  farms  unmoved.  We  can  be  told 
that  "there  is.  work  for  almost  everyone 
and  almost  everyone  works  productive- 
ly," and  that  "nearly  8i  per  cent,  or  the 
population  is  engaged  In  agriculture  and 
nearly  every  farmer  owns  his  farm,' 
and  feel  no  Jealousy;  but  the  line 
ought  to  be  drawn  somewhere.  Why 
talk  of  Malpeque  oysters,  even  if  there 
la  no  "r"  In  July? 


It  haa  become  an  axiom  at  the  front 
that  the  British  hold  their  trenches 
with  Infantry,  the  French  with  artillery 
and  the  Germans  with  machine  guns. 
Yesterday  we  quoted  from  an  article 
written  on  the  value  of  machine  guns 
on  the  Kastern  front,  and  today  we  will 
quote  another  to  show  the  opinion  en- 
tertained of  these  murderous  little 
weapons  In  the  Wast.  Mr.  O.  Valen- 
tine Williams  In  writing  from  the  Brit- 
ish General  Headquarters  In  Flanders 
says  that  the  contribution  which  this 
war  to  destined  to  make  to  the  science 
of  wnrrare  lies  in  the  direction  of  the 
development  of  the  machine  gun.  Since 
infantry  are  put  Into  trenches  to  resist 
an  Infantry  attack  It  Is  obvious  that  tha 
moat  economical  method  of  warfare,  aa 
far  aa  men's  lives  are  concerned.  Is 
that  which  reeueea  the  number  of  men 
In  the  firing  line  to  the  smallest  num- 
ber capable  of  beating  off  an  Infantry 
attack.  Mr.  Williams  quotes  a  British 
general  aa  saying  that  twa  men  with  a 
machine  gun  can  hold  up  a  brigade 
t*.eaa  mm).  Taking  this  statement  aa 
the  correspondent,     we     are 


quoting,  deato  with  what  be  describee  aa 
"the  Ideal  and  indispensable  weapon"  In 
the  fallowing  words: 

It  Is  cheap,  and  once  the  plant  haa 
been  installed,  easy  to  manufacture:  It 
is,  therefore,  easy  to  replace.  It  la 
easily  handled;  It  is.  therefore,  eeaeatt- 
ally  mobile.  It  to  reliable,  and  It  unite* 
In  Itself  the  lire-power  of  about  a  com- 
pany of  riflemen;  it  to.  tharef ore.  Indis- 
pensable In  unlimited  quantities  for  the 
army  that  la  going  to  win  thla  war, 
la  which  numbers,  provided  they  are 
adequately  equipped  with  inan-kllllng 
machinery,  will  prevail  In  tha  end. 

There  have  been  Incidents — tragic 
ones  that  will  never  be  forgotten — to 
show  the  inestimable  value  of  quick- 
firers.  The  Germans  were  quick  to 
grasp  the  potentiality  or  the  weapon. 
They  are  now  believed  to  be  adding 
them  to  their  army's  equipment  at  the 
rate  or  600  a  week.  One  of  their  news- 
papers. The  Frankfurter  Zeltung,  in 
giving  some  illuminating  facts  on  the 
utility  of  the  machine  gun  quoted  the 
following  article:  "At  Cattenleres,  -near 
Cambral.  a  British  battalion  which  in- 
cautiously showed  Itself  on  a  height 
was  almost  annihilated  by  one  of  the 
Jaeger  machine-gun  detachments.  The 
British  fought  bravely"  says  The  Frank- 
furter Zeitung's  correspondent,  "and 
their  losses  were  enormous.  We  had  no 
fewer  than  twenty-one  machine  guns 
tiring   on   a   front   of   less   than   a   kilo- 
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metre."  The  experiences  or  our  own 
troops  at  Langemarck,  or  the  British  at 
Aubeis  Ridge,  and  at  a  score  or  other 
places,  urc  all  evidences  of  the  Imperi- 
ous necessity  of  an  unceasing  supply  of 
machine  guns  being  secured.  The  army 
cannot  have  too  many,  nor  can  too  many 
men  be  trained  for  the  handling  of 
them.  Germany  has  divisional  and  bri- 
gade machine  gun  detachments,  and  as 
w-lll  lip  noted  from  the  Incident  quoted 
one  of  her  battalions  at  an  early  stage 
In  the  war  was  able  to  bring  twenty-one 
of    these    weapons    Into    play.      By    their 


employment, — m — apparently — unlimited 
quantities,  she  is  able  to  save  her  men 
and  hold  her  trenches  with  a  corporal's 
guard  while  she  masses  for  an  attack 
at  a  given  point,  one  thing  above  all 
others  we  can  learn  from  the  enemy  is 
the  value  of  the  machine  gun  as  a  de- 
fensive weapon.  Many,  many  monthe 
ago  the  lesson  was  taught  by  an  act  or 
supreme  devotion  during  the  retreat 
from  Mons,  when  u  Highlander,  single- 
handed,  held  the  pursuing  roe-  at  bay 
with  a  quick-firer  and  gained  time  ror 
his  comrades  to  find  shelter.  He  worked 
the  weapon  until  he  rell.  pierced  by 
thirty  bullets.  The  moral  or  his  deed 
was  not  appreciated  at  the  time.  Only 
during  the  last  few  months  does  there 
appear  to  have  been  anything  like  a 
full  realization  that  the  British  Army 
Is  deplorably  lacking  In  one  or  the 
main  essentials  or  victory,  namely,  the 
most  deadly  man-slaying  appliance  or 
the  age.  The  arrears  are  now  being 
made  up.  hut  they  cannot  be  made  up 
too  quickly.  That  Is  the  reason  that 
private  patriotism  Is  supplementing  the 
work  or  our  own  Government  In  pro- 
viding funds  ror  the  purchase  of  these 
weapons.  If,  by  the  generosity  of  our 
people,  thousands  of  machine  guns  are 
available,  the  lives  of  Canadian  aol- 
dters  that  might  otherwise  have  been 
sacrificed  will  be, saved  and  the  hour  of 
ultimate  victory  brought  appreciably 
nearer.

perative  necessity,  and  Victoria  had 
been  lagging  far  behind  other  cities  in 
that  respect.  Never  had  the  necessity 
for  the  protection  of  human  life  of  the 
country  been  more  imperative  than  at 
present  At  present  Infected  meat  waa 
being  sold  In  the  city,  and  when  people 
recognised  the  fact  that  the  meat  im- 
ported from  other  Provinces  and  coun- 
tries was  inspected,  they  would  refuse  to 
buy  the  local  product  under  existing 
conditions.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it 
waa  practically  imposalble,  even  for  ex- 
perts, to  tell  whether  a  carcass  was  or 
waa  not  infected,  provided  I  it  waa  cold 
and  the  organs  had  been  removed,  the 
only  proper  method  waa  to'  Insist  that 
the  meat  be  lnapected  immediately  it 
waa  killed.  An  abattoir  would  afford 
this  facility.  Animals  killed  there 
would  be  Immediately  inspected  by  Gov- 
ernment inspectors,  whoso  stamp  would 
be-  guarantee  of  the  fitness  of  the  meat 
for  human  consumption. 

ooet  of  snoot 

On  the  point  of  the  coat  of  an  abat- 
toir Mrs.  Gordon  stated  that  figures 
supplied  to  her  by  an  experienced  dealer 
Indicated  that  a  plant  fully  sufficient  to 
meet  requirements  for  some  time  to 
come  could  be  erected  and  equipped  for 
from  112.000  to  $20,000,  according  to 
size.  The  cost  of  operation  would,  in 
time,  be  met  by  Inspection  fees,  etc.,  but 
even  if  a  loss  in  operation  were  sus- 
tained the  benefits  to  be  derived  would 
be  so  important  that  the  question  of 
monetary  losa  should  not  be  allowed  to 
Interfere. 

Mr.  McDonald  stated  that  a  central, 
laed  abattoir  would  prove  the  only  satis- 
factory method  of  enforcing  inapection. 
Jt  waa  vitally  important  that  auch  In- 
apection should  be  made  immediately 
the  killing  waa  dona  If  not"  done  then 
a  carcass  absolutely  diseased  might  be 
ao  treated  by  a  skilled  butcher  that 
within  a  very  short  time  It  could  be  of- 
fered for  sale,  and  there  would  be  no 
possibility  of  determining  its  diseased 
condition.  In  some  countries  tuber- 
cular meat  was  allowed  to  be  aold,  pro- 
vided it  waa  labelled  aa  auch,  the  Infer- 
ence being  that  the  conaumer  would 
take  care  to  thoroughly  cook  it  All 
meat  used  here  ahould  be  killed  under 
Government  Inspection,  and  none  sold 
without  the  Government  sump.  At 
present  the  meat  killed  in  the  abattoirs 
at  Vancouver  waa  Inspected  by  Govern- 
ment Inspectors.  Perhaps  two  per  cent 
of  the  meat  killed  at  thoae  planta  waa 
diseased. 

Alderman  Porter  stated  that  the 
manager  of  one  of  the  large  packing 
companies  had  Informed  him  that  pos- 
albly  ninety-five  per  cant  of  the  meat 
brought  into  the  city  waa  lnapected, 
while  other  eatlmatea  ranged  from 
eighty  to  ninety  per  cent. 

Alderman  Bell  inquired  if  that  were 
the  case  would  there  bo  any  likelihood 
that  a  local  plant,  would  prove  self-sus- 
taining. 

Mo  Sooooottoa 

Mr.  John  Day  asserted  that  practi- 
cally all  the  meat  killed  on  the  Island 
waa  "killed  In  the  bush-  by  the  farmers 
without  any  Inapection,  and  there  waa 
absolutely  nothing  to  prevent  diseased 
meat  being  offered  for  sale.  Many  anl. 
mala  ware  slaughtered  without  the 
knowledge  of  Government  Inspectors, 
and  even  cattle  which  might  be  ln- 
apected and  pasaed  aa  free  from  tuber, 
culoola  might,  a  month  or  two  later,  bo 
infected.  Anyone  who  had  studied  the 
question  could  not  but  be  Impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  Inapection.

spection. The  adjoining  municipalities 
ahould  also  be  included  In  .the  project. 

Alderman  McNeill  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  at  present  the  city  possessed  no 
power  to  vote  money  for  the  purpose 
auggeated,  but  steps  could  be  taken  at 
once  to  clear  away  the  difficulties  by 
securing  power  from  the  Legislature. 
Whan  that  waa  done,  the  project  could 
bo  placed  before  the  ratepayers 

Alderman  Todd  believed  the  thrge 
dealers  would  be  glad  to  purchase  their 
meat  supplies  here  aa  far  as  possible, 
and  would  welcome  proper  Inapection, 
while  he  was  certain  an  abattoir  would 
prove  a  benefit  to  the  farmer  and  en- 
courage the  live  stock  induatry. 

The  committee  determined  to  reconv 
mend  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred 
to  the  legislative  committee  and  health 
committee  to  take  steps  towards  apply- 
ing, to  the  Legislature  for  the  necessary

Sir  Charles  Davidson,  Special

Sir  Charles  Davidson,  special  commis- 
sioner appointed.,  by  the  Federal  Gov* 
eminent  to  conduct  an  investigation 
into  the  matter  of  war  purchases  In 
Canada,  will  reach  Victoria  aome  time 
in  August  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
an  Inquiry  Into  the  purchase,  just  prior 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  of  two  sub- 
marines by  Sir  Richard  McBrido  on  be- 
half of  the  Dominion  Government  at  a 
coat  of  11,150,000. 

Thla  information  was  given  to  The 
Colonist  yesterday  by  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde,  who  explained  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a  wire  from  felr  Charles  David- 
son to  that  effect.  Sir  Richard  added 
that  he  was  much  pleased  to  know  that 
his  wishes  in  the  matter  were  to  be  met 
by  the  holding  of  the  investigation. 
which  waa  necessary  to  clear  up  the 
misapprehension  which  had  been  created 
in  the  public  mind  through  the  circula- 
tion of  misleading  statements  in  respect 
to  the   terms  of  the  purchase. 

Sir  Richard  haa  not  yet  been  In. 
formed  aa  to  the  date  when  the  com- 
missioner will  sit  at  Victoria,  but  aa 
soon  as  he  la  ao  Informed  he  will  notify 
the  public  through  the  press,  so  that 
all  who  have  anything  to  offer  In  the 
way  of  evidence  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  testify.

commanding  the  47th  Battalion.  It  la 
understood  that  the  neceaaary  amount  of 
money  haa  been  fully  subscribed  and 
that  the  Mllltl*  Department  will,  «« 
far  aa  possible,  bear  in  mind  the  stipu- 
lation that  the  gun  ahall  be  allotted  to 
Colonel  Wlneby'a  command.  The  choice 
of  thla  popular  officer  aa  the.  recipient 
of  the  gun  la  due  to  the  fact  that  for  a 
long  period  he  waa  school  inspector,  and 
the  teachera  desire  to  ahow  him  aome 
mark  of  their  appreciation. 

The  Hon.  Dr.  Young,  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation, yeaterday  expressed  the  great- 
eat  satisfaction  at  the  news  that  the 
school  teachera  aaaemblad  In  Victoria 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  Summer 
courses  had  determined  to  show  their 
patriotlam  in  thla  way.

inces,  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  K.  A.  James, 
of  Winnipeg,  formerly  identified  with 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway,  who  is 
at  present  in  the  city,  a  guest  at  tha 
Empress.  Mr.  James  believes  that  the 
good  weather  now  being  experienced  on 
the  prairies  will  ripen  the  crops  so  that 
a  full  harvest  will  be  gathered.

ONE  SHELL  WOUNDED 

TWO  LOCAL  SOLDIERS 


Tba  fallowing  letter,  which  baa  bean 
received  from  Pte.  WilRajn  Forreetar, 
anted  Ally  la.  aad  stamped  Rouen. 
France,  gives  an  account  ef  the  circum- 
stances under  which  two  Victorians 
ware   wounded: 

"X  waa  bit,"  ha  writes,  "oa  May  14. 
Victoria  Day,  aad  wo  had  a  big  scrap  ta 
celebrate  It  Wo  wars  under  a  terrific 
shell  fire  tbe  whole  of  tba  day  aad  they 
were  few  aad  tor  between  who  didn't 
get  some  kind  of  a  wound.  A  good 
many  ef  the  old  10th  Battalion  wore 
bowled  over.  Young  Resale  (Edward 
Reynolds)  got  hit  while  standing  be- 
side me.  when  a  German  bomb  burst  la 
hit  face.  While  he  seemed  a  bit  dated 
aad  his  toes  waa  swollen,  I  do  not 
think  that  the  wound  is  at  all  serious 
He  waa  suffering  from  shock  more  than 
anything  site.  I  have  not  heard  of  aim 
sine*  ha  left  tba  trenches  to  go  to  tba 
dressing  station.  Ha  must  either  be  ia 
a  hospital  or  in  England. 

"Tha  tame  shrapnel  that  burst  near 
bim  hit  mt  in  the  head  in  two  places 
and  one  of  tha  bullets  entered  the 
fleaby  part  of  my  arm.  The  effect  of 
the  explosion  ruptured  one  of  my  ear 
drums,  but  they  are  only  alight  wounds 
compared   to  soma." 

Another  letter  from  Pte.  Forrester, 
dated  June  10,  Is  ae  follows: 

"Tbe  boys  are  still  going  strong. 
Cyril  Wiggett  and  Frank  Bentley  have 
gone  on  a  bomb-throwing  expedition,  ao 
have  left  tha  section.  Toung  Ronnie  is 
in  hospital  in  England,  where  he  has 
undergone  a  successful  operation.  It 
seems  that  his  wound  was  worse  than 
I  thought;  a  piece  of 'bomb  bit  him  In 
tbe  bead,  but  he  is  doing  well. 

"'Nicholls  got  hit  rather  hard.  A 
piece  of  shrapnel  hit  him  in  the  chest, 
going  through  his  lung  and  blowing  a 
piece  of  bone  away.  He  is  getting  on 
splendidly   now. 

"A  German  aeroplane  in  hovering 
over  our  trenches  Just  now  and  our 
artillery  is  trying  to  find  its  range. 
They  are  putting  shells  all — round  it, 
but  cannot  hit.  I  think  that  aviating  Is 
the  safest  game  of  the  lot.  It's  a  100 
to  1  chance  of  being  bit,  but.  of  course, 
if  one  stops  a  bullet,  It's  good  night!" 
Pte.  Forrester  was  reported  wounded 
on  June  10,  and  Pte.  Reynolds  was 
wounded  on  July  it.  Both  were  mem- 
bers of  the  7tli  Battalion,  having  en- 
listed here  shortly  after  war  broke  out,

Oregor  yesterdsy  afternoon.     They  took 


the  position  that  there  was  no  lejfat 
bar  to  Mr.  Jones  continuing  in  office, 
and  holding  a  piece  In  the  employ  of  a 
company  engaged  In  contract  work  for 
the  municipality.  That  this  should 
disqualify  Mr.  Jones  was  not  thought 
to  be  fair,  and  they  sought  to  lenn 
whether  the  Reeve  had  any  objections, 
or  would  oppose  In  any  way,  the  re- 
nomination  of  Mr.  Jones  for  the 
council. 

Reeve  McGregor  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  no  man  could  have  an  un- 
biased part  in  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  district  while  under 
ealary  with  a  concern  holding  one'  of 
its  large  contracts.  Although  there 
might  be  no  legal  hindrance  to  such 
a  situation  he  maintained  that  it  would 
not  be  right  in  a  moral  sense,  For  his 
part  he  would  take  the  strongest  pos- 
sible objection  to  Mr.  Jones  returning 
under  the  present  conditions.  In  fact 
he  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  either 
he  or  Mr.  Jones  would  have  to  retire 
If  the  latter  were  re-nominated  and 
elected  unless  he.

A    Fritnd    of   Trance 
The  people  of  Canada  do  not,  perhaps, 
realize   as    they    should    the   great    sacri- 
flces  that  France  is  making.     The  enemy 


Is  on  her  soil.  Already  three  millions 
of  French  people  have  lost  their  all. 
More  than  a  third  as  many  families  as 
there  are  in  the  whole  of  Canada  arc 
living  in  want.  Many  of  them  are  de- 
pendent on  the  generosity  of  strangers 
for  the  food  they  eat.  Between  them  and 
their  countrymen  is  the  terrible  war 
zone,  where  the  Allies  and  Germans  are 
contending  for  the  victory  on  which  de- 
pends  the   fate  of  their   nation. 

On  the  other  side  the  sons  of  France 
are  holding  the  greater  part  of  the  long 
battle  line  and  the  women  are  support- 
ing them  with  wonderful  heroism  and 
aelf-sacrlfice.  But  even  here  help  is 
needed  to  provide  for  the  wounded  in 
the  hospitals,  and,  doubtless,  privations 
are  being  endured  by  the  weak,  the  old 
and  the  little  children,  of  which  not  a 
word  is  said.  Of  the  needs  of  the 
wounded  the  world  has  learned  a  little, 
and  we  know  that  British  and  American 
nurses  and  doctors  have  been  busy  for 
many  months  in  Taria  and  behind  the 
fighting  lines. 

A  French  Relief  Fund  has  been  or- 
ganized In  Great  Britain,  which  is 
heavily  burdened.  Indeed,  but  is  free 
from  the  foot  of  the  invader,  it  Is  a 
case  of  such  sympathy  as  people  feel 
for  each  other  who  are  bearing  a  com- 
mon burden.  We  all  know  how  ready 
the  poor  are  to  help  the  poor,,  and  this 
Is  how  the  people  of  the  Allied  nations 
feel   toward   each  other. 

Recently  the  French  Belief  Fund  held 
a  Flag  Day,  where  all  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  contributing  by  purchasing  the 
tri-color,  which  is  in  France  the  symbol 
of  that  freedom  for  which  the  Allies  are 
righting.  One  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Flag  Day  was  Minnie,  Lady  Anglesey, 
the  widow  of  the  fourth  Marquis  or 
Anglesey.  This  lady  is  an  American, 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  p.  King,  of 
Sandhills.  Georgia.  She  is  one  of  the 
many  American  women  who,  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  have  devoted  not 
only  money  but  all  the  practical  ability 
they  possessed  to  the  cause  of  humanity.

Th*  Issue 

Mr.  Asqulth's  speech  at  the  Guildhall 
has  been  published  before,  but  it  Is 
worth  while  for  women  In  this  little  cor- 
ner of  the  ICmpire  to  read  this  part  of 
It  once  more.  It  will  make  us  feel  that 
each  one  may  do  her  part  in  the  great 
struggle  for  freedom  and  for  humanity, 
which  is  now  being  waged.

our  fighting  forces  in  the  field,  or  In 
making  commodities  for  exports,   which 


would  go  to  reduce  our  indebtedness 
abroad.  And.  on  the  other  hand,  every 
saving  we  make  by  the  curtailment  and 
limitation  of  unproductive  expenditure 
Increases  the  resources  tp  be  put  by  our 
people  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  for 
the  triumphant  vindication  of  our  cause. 

"I  said  our  cause.  With  that  Is  the 
summary  and  conclusion  of  the  whole 
matter.  We  are  making  here  in  this 
United  Kingdom-  and  throughout  the 
Empire  a  great  national  and  Imperial 
effort,  unique,  supreme.  The  recruiting 
of. soldiers  and  sailors,  the  provision  of 
munitions,  the  organisation  of  our  In- 
dustries, the  pratlce  of  economy,  th* 
avoidance  of  waste,  the  accumulation  of 
an  adequate  war  fund,  the  mobilisation 
of  all  forces— moral,  material,  personal 
— all  these  are  contributory  and  conver- 
gent streams  which  are  directed  to  and 
concentrated  upon  one  unifying  *nd,  on* 
absorbing  and  governing  purpose.  It  Is 
not  merely  with  us  the  question  *f  self- 
preservation,  of  safeguarding  against 
hostile-designed  attacks  upon  the  fabric, 
which  has  withstood  so  many  storms,  of 
our  corporate  and  national  life.  That,  in 
itself,  by  itself,  for  itself,  would  suffice 
to  Justify  all  our  divers*  yet  concordant 
endeavor*. 

"My  Lord  Mayor,  there  Is  something 
larger  and  worthier  at  stake  In  this 
great  testing  trial  of  our  people.  There 
is  not  a  man  or  a  woman  among  us 
who  is  not  touched,  even  In  the  faint- 
est degree,  to  the  sense  of  the  high  Issue 
which  now  hangs  In  the  balsnce  who  has 
not  during  this  last  year  become  grow- 
Ingly  conscious  that  In  the  order  of 
Providence  we  her*  hev*  been  entrusted 
with  the  guardianship  of  interests  snd 
Ideals  which  stretch  far  beyond  th* 
shores  of  the**  Islands,  beyond  even  th* 
confines  of  our  world-spread  Kmpir*. 
which  concern*  th*  whole  future  of  hu- 
manity Has  right  or  has  fore*  to  den. 
inste  mankind?

Mrs.  Andrews,  treas- 
urer of  the  Women's  Canadian  Club, 
will    receive    contributions    here. 

Both  these  ladies  are  working  In  an 
office  which  is  under  the  War  Depart- 
ment. Those  who  have  relatives  In  a 
hospital  can,  of  course,  send  newspapers 
directly,  as  letters  are  sent.  The  appeal 
has  been  made  by  Lady  Drummond  on 
behalf  of  those  soldiers  whose  where- 
abouts is  not  known,  or  who  have  no 
near   relatives. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  prison- 
ers are  not  allowed  to  receive  news- 
papers, and  that  letters  to  them  should 
tell  home  news  only.  Tills  is  always 
the  most  Interesting.  Nothing  that  hap- 
pens In  the.  family  circle  is  too  trifling 
to  mention  to  the  father  or  brother  or 
son  who  is  absent.  The  cheerier  the 
news  is  the  better.  Let  the  little  .ones 
write,  however  young  they  are  and 
however  Imperfect  their  efforts  may  be. 
It  Is  very  easy  to  neglect  to  write  or 
to  forget  to  send  papers.  This  Is  to  be 
guarded  against.  This  Is  the  least  we 
•can  do'  for  the  men  who  are  risking  all.

that  a  nurse  could  speak  French.  The 
letter  appeared  In  the  Montreal  Gazette, 
from  which  the  following  extract  is 
taken: 

"I  have  written  to  Canada."  writes 
Miss  Manly,  "asking  for  more  trained 
nurses  to  volunteer  for  this  French  Flag 
Nursing  Corps.  They  should  be  fully 
trained,  strong  and  capable,  and  not  too 
young,  and  must  be  willing  to  serve 
until  the  end  of  the  war.  They  must  all 
be  vaccinated  *nd**lnocu!ated.  They  rank 
as  officers  with  all  expenses  paid  by  the 
French  Government,  and  receive  H  salary 
of  f  to  per  year,  also  their  outdoor  uni- 
forms: but  must  provide  their  own  in- 
door uniforms,  "which  must  Include  a 
jaconet  overall.  The  Canadian  nurses 
are  very  popular.  They  are  so  plucky 
and  adaptable. 

"As  T  write  in  the  'Mc  *lcln  ChePs" 
room  such  weird  sounds  are  to  be  heard 
everywhere,  trains  shrieking  quite  close, 
bringing  in  more  men  to  the  evacuation 
hospital.  About  four  a.m.,  we  shall  get 
a  new  batch.  It  Is  gruesome  to  be  the 
only  woman  amongst  so  many  men.  I 
hsv*  one  block  to  supervise,  i".0  men 
and  three  orderlies.  So  many  of  the  or- 
derlies get  ill  and  new  ones  are  con- 
stantly arriving.  A  great  wave  of  diph- 
theria Is  spreading  now,  one  block  mil 
of  case*." 

The  name  of  the  hospital  referred  to 
Is  Hotel  Iteheval,  but  further  Informa- 
tion could  be  gained  by  writing  to  the 
headquarter*  of  the  I.  O.  D.  R.  In  Mon- 
treal, as  supplies  sre.  being  sent  by  the 
Municipal  Chapter.  There  may  be  some 
nurse  here  who  would  be  fftted  for  this 
very  difficult   post.

Kewa  from  Berlin  of  the  seizure  of 
the  American  ahlp  Dunsyre  by  the  Oci  - 
mana  ia  of  local  Interest  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Dunsyre  waa  at  one  time 
operated  under  the  Canadian  Aug:  ami 
registered  at  Victoria.  A  dispatcn  from 
the  derma  11  capital,  dated  July  23,'  Bays 
the  Dunsyre,  from  New  York  for  Stock- 
holm, has  been  seised  by  the  UernmuH 
and  taken  to  Swinemunde.  What  pre- 
text the  Germans  have  for  seising  the 
ahlp  ia  inconceivable,  as  she  waa  plyltij; 
between  two  neutral  ports  and  was 
fly  Ins  the  American  Mag. 

The  Ounayre  nailed  from  San  l'ran- 
claco  on  April  17  last,  laden  with  a 
cargo  of  barley  and  beans  for  the 
Swedish  port  of  Stockholm.  She  wus 
one  of  the  flit  aalllng  vessels  to  pass 
through  the  Panama  Canal,  procecUltiK 
through  the  waterway  in  tow,  '  and 
crossing  the  Atlantic  under  sail. 

The  Dunsyre  ia  owned  and  operated 
by  Eseben  B  Minor,  of  San  1-Yancisco, 
a  firm  which  directed  her  movements 
even  when  ahe  was  registered  at  Vic- 
toria. The  vessel  Was  registered  at 
this  port  In  1910  and  remained  under 
the  Canadian  flag  until  December  of 
last  year,  when  ahe  waa  transferred  to 
the  American  flag. 

Between  1910  and  1914  the  registered  1 
owners  were  the  Victoria  Shipping  Com- 
pany, of  which  Eachen  A  Minor  were 
the  managing  agents.  Thia  firm  also 
represented  the  shareholders  of  the  Pol- 
talloeh  Ship  Co..  Ltd.,  and  the  British 
Yeoman  Ship  Co.,  Ltd.,  operating  the 
vessels  PolUlloch  and  British  Yeoman, 
respectively,  also  registered  at  Victoria. 
The  Poltalloch  was  also  transferred  to 
American  registry  last  Fall,  but  the 
British  Yeoman  la  atill  flying  the  Brit- 
ish flag,  although  it  was  contemplated 
changing  her  flag  after  the  outbreak  of 
war. 

It  ia  aald  that  Captain  Smith,  master 
of  the  Dunayre.  still  retains  his  British 
papers,  and  this  may  be  the  cause  of 
the  seizure. 

The  Dunsyre  la  a  ahlp  of  2.0S6  net 
tona,  with  a  length  of  277.8  feet, 
beam  U.S  feet  and  depth  of  24.4  feet. 
She  waa  built  at  Port  Olaagow  in  1891 
by  Hamilton  A  Co.  It  Was  but  recently 
that  the  Dunsyre  waa  reported  arriving 
St  Helaingborg,  Sweden.

NIAGARA  COMING  ON 


I  Miring  the  night,  the  Osaka  Shosen 
Kalslia  liner  Canada  Marti  arrived  off 
William  Head  from  Yokohama.  But  for 
the  fact  that  the  Japanese  liner  bumped 
into  a  dense  fog  bank  when  approach- 
ing the  'Vancouver  Island  Coast,  she 
would  have  made  quarantine  eight  hours 
earlier  and  reached  Victoria  before  sun- 
down. 

The  'og  was  so  dense  outside  yester- 
day morning  that  the  master  of  the 
Canada  Matu  decided  not  to  attempt  to 
make  the  entrance  to  the  straits  until 
the  mists  lifted,  and  navigated  his  ship 
to  a  point  off  Barkley  Sound,  where  she 
took  up  an  anchorage.  After  swinging 
at  anchor  for  several  hours,  the  fog 
began  to  lift,  and  at  7  o'clock  laat  night 
the  vessel  was  put  on  a  eourse  to 
hrinR  her  up  the  straits.  About  mid- 
night she  had  rounded  the  Race  Rocks 
and  swung  at  anchor  overnight  off  "Wil- 
liam   Head. 

Messrs.  R.  V.  Rlthet  &  Co..  local 
agents  for  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kaisha,  are 
looking  for  the  arrival  of  the  Canada 
Mam  at  the  Outer  Docks  about  <  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  liner  has  about  a 
score  of  passengers  for  disembarkation 
here  and  will  discharge  less  than  200 
tons  of  Oriental  cargo.  About  three 
hours  will  aufflce  to  complete  here,  and 
by  9:30  a.m..   the   Japanese   steamer  will 


After  discharging  a  valuable  shipment 
of  gold,  and  10,000  tons  of  general 
cargo  at  1'uget  Sound  potts,  the  Blue 
1'unncl  liner  Ixion,  Captain  Stout,  will 
arrive  back  iii  Victoria  on  Monday 
morning  to  discharge  her  Oriental 
freight  consigned   to   this   port. 

There  was  a  shipment  of  81,500,000  in 
KukUsIi  gold  on  I  he  liner  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  largest  movement  of  gold 
which  has  taken  place  between  the 
Orient  and  this  Coast  for  many  years. 
This  gold  was  put  ashore  at  Seattle 
and  immediately  dispatched  overland  to 
Sun    Francisco. 

For  Victoria'  the  Ixion  has  in  the 
vicinity  of  500  tons  of  general  cargo 
and  she  will  be  here  the  greater  part  of 
the  day  discharging,  proceeding  the 
same   night    to   Vancouver   to   complete. 

It  is  announced  by  the  local  agents  of 
Dud  well  &.  Co.,  that  the  British  steam- 
ship Jason,  Captain  Duncan,  of  the  Blue 
Funnel  Tanama  flee!,  has  completed  dis- 
charging her  sugar  cargo  at  the  B.  C. 
Refinery,  and  is  due  to  steam  from  Van- 
couver for  Union  Bay  to  take  on  bunker 
coal. 

The  British  steamship  Idomeneue, 
also  of  the  Panama  fleet,  which  is  fol- 
lowing the  Jason  to  this  port,  has  ar- 
rived at  San  Pedro  from  Liverpool,  via 
Kingston,  Jamaica  and  Balboa.  She 
loaded  a  shipment  of  machinery  at 
the  eanal   port  for  Los  Angeles. 

This  week  end  the  Idomerieus  will  he 
at  San  Francisco  and  she  Is  scheduled 
to  reach  Victoria  on  Thursday  next. 
All  space  on  the  liner  has  been 
booked  for  the  outward  voyage  to  the 
Fnited  Kingdom.  In  fact,  (he  Blue 
Funnel  agents  have  booked  such  ship- 
ments of  freight  in  advance,  that  they 
could  fill  two.  or  even  more,  ships  or 
the  type  of  the  Idomeneus. 

The  liner  Machaon,  which  is  fol- 
lowing the  Idomeneus  here,  via  the 
canal,  sailed  from  Liverpool  last  Sat- 
urday. There  will  be  a  vessel  to  fol- 
low in  August,  but  which  one  of  the 
company's  immense  fleet  haa  not  yet 
been  announced  out  here.

with  our  men  ss  far  as  opportunities  af- 
ford, lt  Is  composed  mslnly  of  British 
Columhlsns  now  In  Kngland  who  have 
been  working  quietly  In  this  way  sll 
Winter  so  thst  our  boys  might  feel  not 
cut  off  from  their  own  Province. 

When  the  terrible  Influx  of  wounded 
began,  the  committee  secured,  with  the 
help  of  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  snd  Mr. 
J.  H.  Turner,  access  to  Official  lists  and 
permission  to  visit  all  hospitals,  nursing 
and  convalescent  homes,  snd  hsve  as- 
certained what  is  most  needed  by  the 
lads.

L.ONDQN,  July  H.— Ueut-Col.  Kemp. 
leader  of  a  body  of  Boer  rebels  In 
South  Africa,  who  with  his  troops  sur- 
rendered to  the  British  forces  early  In 
the  Hpring.  haa  been  sentenced  to  seven 
years  In  prison  and  to  pay  a  fine  of 
11,000.  according  to  the  Pretoria  corre- 
spondent of  Renter's  agency.  The  cor- 
respondent states  that  Colonel  Kemp's 
defence  at  his  trial  was  that  ha  rebelled 
not  In  order  to  co-operate  with  Ger- 
many, but  to  make  a  demonstration 
against  the  colony  fighting  Germany. 
He  declared  he  wanted  to  maintain 
neutrality. 

*  Justice  Lange,  in  passing  sentence, 
emphasised  the  difference  between  the 
caaes  of  General  Christian  De  Wet  and 
Colonel  Kemp.  The  latter  hold  His  Ma- 
jesty's commission  until  shortly  before 
he  rebelled,  and  after  that  actually  co- 
operated with  Lieut. -Colonel  Maritsand 
the  enemy,  whereas  General  De  Wet  re- 
pudiated Maritt  whan  he  found  that 
Marlts  was  co-operating  with  the  Ger- 
mans.

The  total  number  of  farmers  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  in  1901,  according  to  a 
census  taken,  was  u,739.

Yet, 
in  the  face  of  these  figures,  the  Liberal 
speakers  had  been  declaring  that  the 
Government's  land  policy  has  been 
keeping  the  farmers  off  the  land,  said 
the  speaker.

That  the  production  of  British  Co- 
lumbia will  be  doubled  in  the  near  fu- 
ture wss  the  optimistic  prediction  of 
the  speaker,  giving  as  proof  of  his 
words  the  Immense  amount  of  country 
opened  up  by  railways  In  this  Province 
and  the  Peac»  River  country,  which  Is 
destined,  he  said,  to  become  one  of  the 
greatest  farming  districts  In  the  world, 
in  support  of  the  glowing  future  he 
prophesied  for  British  Columbia,  he  re- 
ferred to  an  Interview  given  some  time 
ago  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hill,  the  well  known 
railroad  magnate,  who  said  that  Brit- 
ish Columbia  stands  well  ahead  of  all 
other  Provinces  in  the  Dominion,  at- 
trHwtn+rre — chiefly — to — the  wonderful 
manner  in  which  Its  resources  have  been 
conserved. 

Coming  to  the  lumber  Industry,  he 
aaid '  British  Columbia  already  has  the 
mills  and  the  money  and  all  that  It 
needs  now  are  the  Ships:  in  this  con- 
nection he  pointed  out  that  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde  has  said  that  a  movement  Is 
on  foyt  In  Km  gland'  with  a  view  to 
running  a  line  of  ships  out  of  Vancou- 
ver. 

Credit  for  tke  Former 
.  Mr.  Lucas  next  deslt  with  the  Agri- 
cultural Credit  Bill.  This  measure,  he 
pointed  out,  waa  for  the  farmer  first  and 
for  the  people  next.  The  commission 
which  would  have  the  handling  of  the 
money  to  bo  devoted  to  this  end  would 
see  to  It  that  the  money  would  be 
placed  on  what  might  ha  termed  pro- 
ductive credit  The  speaker  compared 
the  total  value  of  agricultural  exports 
with  the  total  value  of  agricultural  im- 
ports, and  said  that  prosperity  would 
come  It*  only  greater  production  among 
the  farmers  could  be  achieved.

DESTROYER  NEARLY    SUNK 


Another  Mysterious  Occurrence   at  Ship- 
yard     in      Philadelphia— Vessers 
Seacook  Left  Open 

PHILADELPHIA,  July  23.— The  U.  S. 
torpedo  boat  destroyer  Erlcson  was  al- 
most sunk  at  her  slip  in  the  yards  of 
the  New  York  Shipbuilding  Company, 
by  the  opening  of  a  seacock  which 
flooded  two  compartments  of  the  vessel 
on  Tuesday  night,  following  the  mys- 
terious Are  aboard  the  battleship  Okla- 
homa, anchored  on  the  other  side  of  the 
same  slip. 

According  to  a  report  from  unofficial 
sources  here  tonight,  the  Kricson  was 
sunk  until  her  decks  were  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  water  when  workmen  arrived 
at  the  yards  on  Wednesday  morning. 
The  most  powerful  pumps  obtainable 
had  to  be  used  before  the  vessel  could 
be  pumped  clear  of  water.  Ofh£'al*  at 
the  yard  would  not  discuss  the  accident, 
but  It  was  admitted  there  that  the  ves- 
sel was  flooded. 

The  Krlcson,  which  recently  success- 
fully completed  her  official  trip,  wan  said 
to  have  been  undamaged  by  the  flooding. 


Prise  Court  Proceedings 

LONDON,  July  23.— Argument  for  the 
American  packers  was  continued  today 
in  the  prise  court-  proceedings  in  the 
cases  of  the  four  Scandinavian  ships 
carrying  meat  cargoes  from  the  United 
States.

'  Flew  Over  Their  District — 

Another  Report  From  Quebec, 


MONTREAL.  July  28.— The  latest 
and  per  hay*  the  beat  authenticated  re- 
port of  mysterious  airship  reconnais- 
sances to  the  vicinity  of  Montreal  comes 
from  Chateauguay.  where  on  Tuesday 
night  about  It  o'clock  a  score  of  people, 
including  the  town  clerk,  a-w  an  aero- 
plane sail  south  over  the  town  sad  back 
again.  Many  are  willing  to  make  affl- 
davits  to  this  effect. 

There  la  a  peculiar  feature  to  this 
story.  A  German  officer  who  has  been 
living  st  Chateauguay  and  who  has  been 
under  surveillance,  disappeared  the 
night  the  aeroplane  was  sighted,  snd  it 
is  generally  believed  that  he  took  this 
means  of  getting  across  the  border  to 
the  United  States.  A  number  of  Cha- 
teauguay citizens  declare  that  they 
heard  signals  from  the  earth  and 
answering  signals  from  the  aeroplane 
and  saw  the  machine  alight  in  a  field 
and  rise  again  a  few  minutes  later. 
Next  day   the  German   officer   had  gone. 

A  remarkable  feature  in  connection 
with  this  report  la  that  the  German  of- 
ficer in  question  made  Ids  will  on  Tues- 
day afternoon.  About  6:30  o'clock  he 
went  to  a  local  notary  and  said  he  was 
leaving  for  New  York  and  wished  to 
make  his  will  before  going.

On  top  of  the  reports  from  several

DAY  OF  PRAYER 

IN  ALL  RUSSIA 


Impressive  Services  Attended 
by  Great  Crowds  in  Capital 
and  Other  Cities  —  Holy 
Synod  Issues  Manifesto, 


LONDON,  July  23.—  The  Aloining 
Post's  Petrograd  correspondent,  writ- 
ing of  the  day  of  prayer  for  victor/, 
under    Wednesday's    date,    says: 

"Today  throughout  Russia  J*  being 
observed  as  a  npecial  day  of  prayer  "or 
victory,  with  processions  of  the  cross 
from  all  churches.  The  Holy  Synod 
has  issued  a  lengthy  manifesto  to  the 
nation  on  the  meaning  of  this  day  of 
special  prayer,  which  contains  the  fol- 
lowing   passugr: 


"  'With  a  self-sacrifice  that  fears  m 
death,  our  soldiers  are  marching  to  the 
field  of  battle  bearing  with  fortitude 
all  the  hardships  of  the  war,  and  many 
already  have  met  a  gloriouu  end,  giv- 
ing all  of  us  the  example  of  boundl-is 
devotion  to  their  duty  towards  their 
country.  Xot  all  of  us  can  march  to 
the  field  of  battle,  but  in  our  hearts 
we  are  all  at  one  with  them.  Un- 
speakably precious  to  us  Is  the  blood 
of  those  who  died  for  the  faith,  for  the 
Csar  and  the  country.  They  have  sac- 
rificed their  lives:  let  us,  too,  be  ready 
for  any  sacrifice  for  our  native  land. 

"  'First  of  all,  the  obligations  upon 
us  all  are  these:  That  with  our  forti- 
tude, our  courage,  our  bearing  of  all 
disabilities  Inseparable  from  war,  and 
our  unswerving  fulfillment  of.  our  duty 
to  the  Czar  and  the  country,  In  what- 
soever station  of  life  God  has  appoint- 
ed us,  we  lend  our  whole  support  tfl 
the  heroes  who  are  fighting  for  us 
all.' 

"The  church  manifesto  Is  being  read 
to  every  village  crowd  throughout  tho> 
Empire.  The  scenes  In  Petrograd*  to- 
day have  been  unequalled-  for  a  cen- 
tury past.  The  nation  at  large  feels 
that  it  is  passing  through  such  a  trial 
as  it  has  not  known  since  Napoleon, 
when  what  the  Russians  call  the  tribe* 
of   Europe,    marched   on   Moscow. 

"The  celebration  of  this  great  day  of 
prayer  began,  in  fact,  yesterday  even- 
ing, when  enormous  masses  of  people 
crowded  the  churches.  In  the  great 
Kazan  cathedral,  on  the  Xevskl  Pros- 
pect, which  was  built  like  St.  f'eter".< 
in  Rome,  the  concourse  of  worshipper* 
was  especially  remarkable.  It  include  I 
all  classes,  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest.  Worklngmen  In  working  dress 
and  numbers  of  wounded  attracted  par- 
ticular attention 

"The  tomb  of  KutuzofT  In  this  cathe- 
dral was  the  object  of  special  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  all  present  All 
classes  of  worshippers  seemed  to  make 
a  point  of  putting  a  burning  taper  'be- 
fore the  Ikons  In  front  of  KutuzofTs 
tomb.  One  has  noted  the  same  thing 
in  connection  with  the  tomb  of  Ivan 
the  Terrible.  In  Moscow,  and  there  'a 
no  doubt  today  that  marked  attention 
is  also  being  paid  to  It  by  the  Russian 
worshippers. 

"Kutuzoff  destroyed  Napoleon's  In- 
vading armies,  and  Ivan  the  Terrible 
gave  the  deathblow  to  the  Tartar  In- 
vaders. 

"Grand  Duke  Nicholas,  upon  whom 
national  hopes  In  relation  to  the  pres- 
ent war  now  rest,  has  been  prominent- 
ly named  In  the  prayers  In  the 
churches.  At  all  the  services,  the 
Kazan  cathedral,   aa  well   as   the   great 


square  outside,  was  so  packed  with 
people  that  It  was  impossible  to  kneel, 
and  difficult  even  to  cross,  one's  self. 
Traffic  was  stopped  on  the  N«vsky 
Prospect."
